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THE LODER CASE SETTLED. 

At last the much talked of, long 
drawn out Loder case is settled. At 
least once before it had been upon the 
verge of settlement, but was allowed 
to lapse into its former legal status 
on the coutention of the attorneys for 
the plaintiff that they reserve the 
right to sue for such damages as might 
have accrued since the date of bring- 
ing the first action. The “Loder case” 
is so well known and has been writ- 
ten up so often that it is hardly neces- 
sary now to go into details. In brief 
Cc. G. Loder, a retail druggist of Phila- 
delphia, brought action against whole- 
sale druggists and manufacturers of 
Philadelphia, many of whom were 
members of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, coupled with 
these were the Philadelphia Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists and certain in- 
dividual retailers connected with that 
association, which is a branch of the 
National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists. Mr. Loder contended that his 
business had been injured because of 
the operation of the “Tripartite Plan” 
by the defendants, in other words, that 
the defendants in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law had refused to sell 
him goods unless he subscirbed to

not be subsequently corrected by a

This last judgment was rendered in 
December, 1906, and left the whole 
question unanswered. The onus of the 


fight was once more shifted to the 
plaintiff, and rather than fight it out 
again his attorneys approached the de- 


fendants on the question of settlement 
with the result that an agreement was 
reached, at which the alleged damages 
were mutually agreed upon as $15,000. 
The monetary consideration, while ac- 
cepted by both sides, however, did not 


end the matter, for the attorneys for 
the plaintiff still reserved the right to 


sue for the additional damages, dating 
from the time of the first action. This 
proviso, the defendants refused to con- 
sider, and it looked as if a retrial was 
in order. It is now announced, how- 
ever, that the plaintiff waived 
whatever privilege he may have had in 
the matter of additional damages, and 
the ease has been definitely concluded 
on the basis of the former $15,000 offer 
of settlement.

THE SULPHUR WAR. 
In the issue of the Reporter of August 
19, we referred editorially to the sul- 
phur situation wh:ch just then was ap- 


proaching a crisis tantamount to a 
trade war. At that time Sicilian sul- 
phur was offered in this market at 


$19.50 per ton, as against the domestic 
selling price of $22.12%. The chance to 
buy sulphur at so handsome a reduc- 
tion appeared very inviting, but we in- 
timated at the same time that the pur- 
might prove expensive in the 
that an acceptance of the offer 
would inevitably lead to a further cut, 
and that the bottom would more than 
likely drop out of the market. This 
wouid, we said, come as the direct re- 
sult of competition between the Amer- 
ican and the Italian producers. That 
the comment was timely, is now 
vouched for in the fact that ernde gsul- 
phur was, during the past week, re- 
duced from $22.12% to 319.50 per ton as 
the result of the sale of some 14,000 
tons of the Sicilian product, but at am 
equivalent of $19.87%, the consignmeat 
reaching the port of New York last 
Thursday. It may be now authorita- 
tively stated that the war is really on, 
and how far the opposing factions may 
cut and slash prices remains to be seen. 
It is safe to say that with a good 
working margin to begin on, reductions 
might readily follow in rapid succes- 
sion without making as serious an in- 
road upon the profits of the producers 
as might generally be supposed. From 
the present outlook, sulphur promises 
to furnish a lively and fluctuating mar- 
ket in a descending scale. 

The causes which have led to this 
interesting possibility form -more or 
less ancient history by this time. The 
trouble is, very briefly, that the pro- 
duction of sulphur, since the Louisiana 
fields became a factor, has been greater 
than the world could consume. There 
had to be a piling up of stock some- 
where, and the damning was done in 
Sicily, where, in order to prevent the 
market from going to pieces, some 400,- 
000 tons were stored and temporarily 
removed from consumption. The Con- 
sorzio appointed by the Italian Gov- 
ernment, which has charge of the in- 
dustry, hoped to be able to curtail the 
Sicilian output and to gradually mar- 
ket the surplus. To carry out the pro- 
posed plan it was necessary to enter 
into arrangement with the pro- 
ducers of this country, and after some 
parley an arrangement was finally 
reached whereby the Italians were to 
have the European market to them- 
selves in return for a discontinuance 
of exports to America, and prices were 
so fixed as to render such conditions 
possible. 

For a time things ran along smoothly. 
It looked as if eventually the immense 
surplus stock in Italy might be dis- 
tributed without much disturbance to 
the market and there is little doubt that 
if the foreign interests had hung to- 
gether, the same satisfactory condition 
of affairs might be existing to-day. 
But politics intervened. Rival factions 
abroad brought much pressure to 
bear that the management of the Con- 
sorzio was changed and with it came a 
change of policy resulting in abrogation 
of the agreement between America and 
Italy and the opening of the markets of 
the world to open competition. The 
break took prior to September, 
by which time engagements for sulphur 
at reduced prices for shipment to 
America were announced, and already 
consignments from this side were find- 
ing their way to European ports. 

There was quite an active movement 
of sulphur in Europe during the sum- 
mer as a consequence of price reduc- 
tions by the Consorzio and the imme- 
diate amounted to some 60,000 
tons. 

But seemingly good prospects were 
doomed to be short lived. When the 
American product began to find its 
Way over, values naturally began to 
sag, until now there is apparently no 
pretense of holding the market steady. 
It is a case of an open world market 
the supply is greatly in ex- 
demand. The American pro- 
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ducers hold the better position, for the 
reason that they are not hampered by 
an enormous stock in the first place, 
nor are they laboring under the serious 
disadvantage of being obliged to con- 
sider the needs of some 300,000 people 
dependent for their very existence up- 
on the industry as is the case of the 
Consorzio, 

The question of finance, too, enters 
largely into the situation abroad. The 
Banco di Sicilia, which has hitherto ad- 
vanced money on brimstone warrants 
to the extent of four-fifths of the mar- 
ket value of the ore, has increased its 
margin to three-fifths, though to offset 
this to some extent an additional four 
million of lire have been granted to the 
Consorzio. Fears are entertained, 
nevertheless, that unless production is 
substantially reduced, additional 
credits will become necessary before 
long. The Government of Italy, there- 
fore, seems to be between the devil and 
the deep sea. To hold the market up 
and to get rid of the burden of an 
enormous stock, production must be 
curtailed. But this would mean the de- 
privation of a livlihood to a hoard of 
Sicilian laborers and would more than 
likely lead to very serious disturbances 
if not to open revolution. The solu- 
tion of the problem is one which would 
puzzle the wits of a magician. Mean- 
while economic conditions have forced 
an attempt on the part of the Con- 
sorzio to unload in America, retalitory 
movement on the part of the American 
producers and the opening of the pres- 
ent price cutting campaign.

A dispatch last week from Los An- 
geles states that there is an immediate 
prospect of a gasoline famine in south- 
ern California and that as the Standard 
Oil Co. is hard pressed to supply its 
old customers, it will bring fuel from 
Sumatra, where it controls large fields. 
More than 500,000 gallons a month are 
used in southern California by Stand- 
ard customers and about the same 
quantity is supplied by other concerns. 
Increasing orders can’t be filled, hence 
the resort to the island across the Pa- 
cific. A tank steamer carrying 70,000 
barrels is now on its way from Su- 
matra. The Standard is trying to dis- 
courage the use of gasoline by urging 
oil stoves for household purposes, but 
power plants and boats must have it. 


Cablegrams received at New Bedford 
last week from St. Michaels report the 
arrival of whaling bark Canton, Cap- 
tain Roza, with 800 barrels of sperm 
oil, and the schooner John R. Manta, 
Captain Edwards, with 225 barrels. The 
Canton sailed from New Bedford April 
18, and has taken an average of 160 
barrels of oil a month since. The 
John R. Manta sailed July 15. This ac- 
counts for all the Atlantic whalers that 
are to put into St. Michaels, excepting 
the bark Greyhound, Captain Patten, 
which was last spoken on the western 
ground July 25, with 120 barrels of 
sperm oil. The catch of the Atlantic 
fleet to the present time aggregates 
2,715 barrels. The schooner Frederick 
Roessner has arrived at St, Michaels, 
to bring in the summer catch of the 
Atlantic fleet.

William E, Wall on Trade Con- 
ditions. 


In our issue of September 9 was printed 
the views of a number of representative 
business men on the commercial outlook 
of the country. Practically all of the 
letters received were optimistic in tone 
and the following from William E. Wall, 
president of the Fred G, Clark Company, 
which unfortunately was received too late 
for assembly with the others, serves to 
bear out the general impression:— 


‘It occurs to me that it is the general im- 
pression that there has been a little slacken- 
ing up of business activity, but it is my 
opinion that it is only temporary. I really 
cannot see any good reason why. we should 
have a depression in business. It is possible 
that it may not continue at such a high speed 
as it has been going for the last two years, 
it is hardly to be expected that it will. So 
far as I can learn there never has been in 
any country such prosperity. It is a question 
in my mind whether it is healthy to have it 
so brisk. I must say that I am optimistic 
instead of pessimistic. It suggests itself to me 
that this country is too big and that it has 
gotten too far under headway to talk depres- 
sion unless some unforeseen or unprecedented 
conditions should present themselves—condi- 
tions which can hardly be conceived at this 
time. To my mind, busienss may not be as 
active, but I think it will be good enough 
that we all can feel the country is prosperous. 
at peat, we are laying our lines with this in 
mind.”’

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Production of Denatured Alcohol 


in August. 
Washington, Sept. 20, 1907. 


The production of denatured alcohol in 
the month of August showed a gain of 70 


(Special Paint 


per cent., as compared with July, anc 
amounted to 261,546.10 gallons, of which 
165,563.52 galions were completely de- 


natured and 96,182.58 gallons were specially 
denatured, The output of August carried 
the production of the current calendar 
year well beyond the 2,000,000 gallon mark, 
the exact quantity for the eight months 
being 2,190,320.38 gallons. The quantity of 
spirits denatured in August exceeds the 
output of any month since April, and rep- 
resents a considerable advance on the pro- 
duction of March. The gain is due, in 
some measure at least, to the impetus 
which has been given production by the 
regulations under the supplemental free 


; aleohol law which went into force on the

anticipated by producers 
spirits in all districts. 

According to the returns for August the 
fifth Illinois district maintained its lead 
in the production of denatured spirits, be- 
ing credited with 132,028.03 gallons of com- 
pletely denatured and 83,082.25 gallons of 
specially denatured alcohol. The seventh 
Indiana district produced 9,049.88 gallons 
completely denatured and 4,381.66 gallons 
specially denatured, while the sixth In- 
diana had an output of 8,943.48 gallons 
completely denatured and 4,923.48 gallons 
specially denatured alcohol. An unex- 
pected feature of the statistics is the rec- 
ord of the first California district, which 
in July made its appearance in the re- 
turns with a credit of 1,312.75 gallons of 
completely denatured alcohol. In August 
this district produced 14,993.35 gallons com- 
pletely denatured and 3,795.19 gallons of 
specially denatured alcohol, or more than 
any other internal revenue district in the 
United States except Illinois. Wisconsin, 
which returned 445.12 gallons completely 
denatured alcohol in July, reported 348.78 
gallons completely denatured in August.

The upward turn in the output of both 
completely and specially denatured alco- 
hol, as indicated by the figures for Au- 
gust, will be decidedly encouraging to all 
who are interested in the development of 
the free alcohol policy. Owing to the im- 
portant changes made in the new regula- 
tions it was not expected that there would 
be a very greatly increased consumption 
before the end of the current calendar 
year; it would appear, however, that the 
demand is greater than was anticipated, 
and it would not be surprising if the out- 
put for the current month of September 
should surpass that of any month since 
the law went into force, except January, 
when nearly 600,000 gallons of spirits pro- 
duced in the preceding calendar year were 
denatured with a view to warehousing a 
surplus stock that would be equal to any 
possible demands, 

The commissioner of internal revenue 
has authorized a special formula for the 
denaturing of alcohol used in the manu- 
facture of surgical ligatures, which is set 
forth in the following communication to 
the collector of the Philadelphia, Pa., 
revenue district:— 


“You will please advise the —— 
facturers of chemicals in your 
the following formula has been 
a special denaturant for use in 
ture of surgical ligatures:— 

“Formula No, 1.—To 100 gallons of ethyl! al- 
cohol add 5 gallons of approved wood alcohol. 

“The wood alcohol shall be subject to the 
same specifications as are imposed upon the 
wood alcohol used in completely denatured al- 
cohol, which are set forth in section 26, Part 
1, of the revised regulations.’’ 


The formula recently adopted for the de- 
naturing of rum testing 150 degrees, here- 
tofore published in this correspondence, 
has been extended to standard grain al- 
cohol testing 180 degrees or more, the 
bureau's object being to provide a uni- 
form regulation permitting the widest pos- 
sible scope for the use of approved de- 
naturants, The bureau's decision is set 
forth in the following letter to the collec- 
tor of the second Kentucky district:— 


“The bond, Form 582 of —————, of your 
district, for specially denatured alcohol, to be 
used in the manufacture of smoking and chew- 
ing tobacco, is hereby approved. 

“It is noted that the formula specified in 
the bond is that prescribed for the denatura- 
tion of rum, and not that prescribed for the 
denaturation of alcohol used in the manufac- 
ture of smoking and chewing tobacco. After 
cafeful examination of the subject, however, 
this office has decided to allow the use of the 
second formula prescribed to apply to both al- 
cohol and rum for the purpose stated."’ 

While this formula was originally ap- 
proved for use in the manufacture of 
chewing and smoking tobacco, it is under- 
stood that it will be available in other in- 
dustries to which it may appear to be 
suited.

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Domestic Deposits of Chromite. 
Washington, Sept. 21, 1907. 


Although the demand for chromite for 
use in the manufacture of chromium 
salts for pigments is chiefly supplied by 
importations, efforts are being made to 
develop domestic deposits of this mineral 
and the production in 196 exceeded the 
output of any year since 1922, amounting 
to 107 long tons, valued at $1,800, accord- 
ing to the annual report of the United 
States Geological Survey. The whole 
quantily was mined by two operators in 
California and was used within. that 
State. High-water mark in this indus- 
try was reached in 1894, when the output 
amounted to 3,680 tons, valued at $53,231. 
It declined rapidly during the succeeding 
two years, and the industry came to a 
standstill in 1897, Production was again 
resumed in 1900, but since that time not 
to exceed 400 tons has been mined in any 
one year. 

The mineral chromite is widely distrib- 
uted both in the southeastern and the 
western parts of the United States, where 
it is usually associated with certain basic 
igneous rocks, but there are few locali- 
ties where it occurs in sufficient quantities 
to constitute an ore of chromium, In the 
States along the Atlantic slope no de- 
posits of chrome ore are worked on a 
commercial scale, though it is probable 
that with the extension of railroad trans- 
portation some of the deposits will be 
exploited. The only active chromite mines 
in the United States are in California, 
where there has been a small production 
for many vears, 

The principal American markets for 
chromite are in the manufacturing States 
along the Atlantic slopé, and these are 
supplied by importation, the chief sources 
of supply being Asiatic Turkey and _ in 
recent years New Caledonia. Smaller 
quantities are produced in Russia, India, 
Australia, Greece, Canada and Newfound- 
land. 

Imports.—Chromium is imported into 
the United States both as erude ore and 
in various manufactured products. The 
following tables show the imports during 
the past six years of chromite and by- 
chromate of potash, chromic acid and 
chrome yellow and chrome ore:—

vears, having risen from 900 tons, valued 
at $13,000 in 1902, to 8,750 tons, valued at

city Agreement. 


DEFINITION OF EXPORT PRICES—NO 
REASON WHY AMERICAN MANUFAC- 
TURERS OF DYES, COLORS AND 
CHEMICALS SHOULD FEEL 
ALARMED AT NEW 
ARRANGEMENT. 


Washington, Sept, 20, 1907. 


Domestic manufacturers of dyes, colors 
and many classes of chemicals who are 
obliged to meet sharp competition from 
German producers have recently become 
much exercised concerning the probable 
operation of that feature of the German- 
American reciprocity agreement permit- 
ting so-called ‘‘export’’ prices to be ac- 
cepted by United States appraising offi- 
cers as the basis of invoice valuations. 
A number of such manufacturers have

protested against the feature of the 
agreement referred to and have been in- 
duced to join in the movement now on 


foot to bring about the denunciation of 
the treaty on July 1 next. It also ap- 
pears that in certain quarters it is un- 
derstood that the commission, composed 
of Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Reynolds and U. 8S. General Appraisers 
DeVries and Waite, which sailed for 
Europe on the lith instant to investigate 
foreign exporting methods, will gather 
data with a view to demonstrating the 
injustice to American producers of valua- 
tions based on export prices. 

The Reporter’s correspondent is able to 
state authoritatively, first, that American 
manufacturers of dyes, colors, chemicals, 
ete., are in no way menaced by the ex- 
port price feature of the German-Ameri- 
can agreement; and, second, that the 
Reynolds Commission does not intend to 
take any steps looking to the modifica- 
tion of the agreement, and, in fact, is 
fully convinced of both the legality and 
propriety of the new system. Such in- 
formation as it may secure, it is believed, 
will greatly strengthen the administra- 
tion in its present purpose to defend this 
feature of the treaty and to perpetuate 
it, at least, until Congress provides a 
basis for the negotiation of comprehen- 
sive reciprocal trade arrangements involv- 
ing changes in duties as well as in cus- 
toms administrative regulations. 

There are two important reasons why 
American manufacturers of dyes, colors, 
drugs, chemicals, etc., have absolutely 
nothing to fear from the practical opera- 
tion of the agreement respecting invoice 
valuations based on export prices. In the 
first place, the export price within the 
contemplation of the treaty is entirely 
different from the popular interpretation 
of the term, and, secondly, export valua- 
tions within the contemplation of the 
treaty do not apply to such products as 
dyes, colors, chemicals, etc. hese state- 
ments are made on the highest authority 


and should serve to relieve all anxiety 
among domestic manufacturers, who, 
there is reason to believe, have been 


drawn into this controversy by producers 
in other lines, and especially in textiles, 
whose goods may possibly be somewhat 
affected by the innovation in estimating 
invoice values. 

The term ‘export price’’ is quite com- 
monly misunderstood to mean an espe- 
cially low price at which exporting man- 
ufacturers occasionally sell their surplus 
products abroad. To offset this price sev- 
eral countries have adopted what is 
known as an “anti-dumping’’ clause in 
their tariffs. This clause in the Canadian 
tariff, for example, provides that when- 
ever goods are sold for export to Canada 
at less than the prices charged for the 
same goods for domestic consumption the 
invoice valuation shall be advanced by 
the difference between the export and 
domestic price, with penalties in certain 
eases, The clause has worked exceeding- 
ly well in Canada and has aided material- 
ly in building up manufacturing indus- 
tries in the Dominion. 

But the term “export price’ as used in 
the German-American agreement has an 
entirely different significance. Surplus 
products must be invoiced at domestic 
prices under all circumstances, for neither 
the Secretary of State nor the Secretary 
of the Treasury has power to change the 
provision of the customs administrative 
act of June 10, 1890, which requires that 
invoices shall be based upon the prices 
charged for similar goods in the district 
of origin ‘tin usual wholesale quantities” 
and on the date of shipment, In the 
leading European manufacturing centers, 
however, a limited quantity and variety 
of goods are manufactured especially for 
the American market. Such goods are 
not sold locally, and, therefore, they have 
no domestic market value “in usual 
wholesale quantities.” To secure a fair 
valuation for appraising purposes it has 
been necessary in the past to conduct 
an inquisitorial investigation of the busi- 
ness of foreign manufacturers, with the 
result that much bad feeling has been 
engendered and a_ spirit of retaliation 
upon American commerce aroused. In 
France an important faction in the move- 
ment against American petroleum, cotton 
oil, shoes and leather goods, tinware, etc., 
is composed of the manufacturers of high- 
grade china, whose products have been 
advanced and penalized to an almost pro- 
hibitory extent by United States apprais- 
ing officers, chiefly for the reason that 
the appraisers refuse to accept well au- 
thenticated export prices tendered by the 
shippers on goods especially made for the 
American market and wholly unlike any 
produced for domestic consumption. 

Under the agreement with Germany, 
which has since been extended to the 
leading exporting countries of Europe, the 
appraising officers will hereafter accept 
after proper investigation officially au- 
thenticated export prices as to goods 
which are not sold or consumed in the 
country of origin but are unquestionably 
made solely for export. The application 
of this principle is necessarily restricted 
to a comparatively small class of special 
products. It can be applied under any 
circumstances to standard goods or to 
any line of products sold_or consumed in 
the country of origin. This rule of ap- 
plication, therefore, excludes all such 





standard goods as dyes, colors, drugs, 
chemicals, etc., practically all of which 
are both sold and consumed in the dis- 
tricts in which they are made. The su- 
premacy of Germany in all branches of 
chemical manufacture has made it the 
greatest exporting nation in the world in 
these lines and has resulted in the es- 
tablishment of well-recognized market 
values, which are easily obtained and 
which, therefore, render it impossible for 
German exporters to utilize the so-called 
export price within the narrow_ limita- 
tions placed upon it by the German- 
American agreement. 

Domestic manufacturers in the lines re- 
ferred to should not permit themselves to 
join with other producers, who may be 
slightly affected by the new regulations, 
in a movement that may provoke joint ac- 
tion of the leading commercial countries 
of Europe hostile to American commerce. 
The leaders in this movement declare that 
the action of the Secretary of State in 
approving the recently ome agree- 
ment is in excess of his constitutiona! 
authority for the reason that it changes 
existing law. Chairman 8. N. D. North, 
of the commission which negotiated the 
treaty, has drafted a memorandum in 
defense of this feature of the agreement 
which should have the very careful at- 
tention of all manufacturers or importers 
who have reason to fear that their in- 
terests may be adversely influenced. Re- 
ferring to the stipulation that the export 
price shall constitute market value “in 
cases where the goods in question are 
made wholly for export,’’ Mr. North 
says:— 

“This is the provision of the agreement more 
violently criticised than all the others com- 
bined. It is charged that the new regulation 
alters existing law, and is thus an exercise of 
authority not vested in the executive, and only 
possible by Congressional action. It may be 
said that this interpretation of section 10 was 
submitted to the Attorney General, and by him 
decided to be wholly within the letter of the 
law. Those who contend otherwise cannot have 
carefully read section 19. If they will now 
read it, they will see that it is impossible to 
ascertain the market value of the goods in 
question in the manner therein provided, since 
there exists no ‘domestic wholesale price.’ The 
Secretary of the Treasury hae the absolute 
right to make regulations for the administra- 
tion of the law. Under that authority, he rules 
that the dutiable value shall be the only value 
that exists in the case of the goods in question, 
i. e., the export price. A question might be 
raised whether all duties heretofore exacted, 
on any other basis, in the case of such goods, 
have not been exacted in disregard of the law. 
It may fairly be argued that it fe quite as rep- 
rehensible in the eye of the law to assess and 
collect duties that are higher than the law 
makes them, as it is to assess and collect duties 
that are below the legal rates. 

‘“*The contention further is that these goods, 
made exclusively for export and not eold in the 
home market, will be enormously undervalued, 
and that the unfortunate American manufac- 
turer will go to the wall. 

“Tt is not possible to obtain statistics showing 
what proportion these goods are of our import 
trade, but it is known to be small, so that the 
scope of the new regulation is limited. 

“But what warrant for assuming undervalua- 
tion, even in this limited field? On the con- 
trary, the German agreement has for the first 
time given the United States Government a 
definite and effective preventive of undervalua- 
tion; and in this respect (as in every other) I 
believe that our country has gained far more 
than Germany has. The certificate of the Ger- 
man Chamber of Commerce in the district 
where the goods originate, will not merely be 
accepted as ‘competent’ evidence (not neces- 
sarily conclusive) but it can be demanded as to 
the accuracy of the ‘export price’ given in an 
invoice. In other words, that price is to be 
officially guaranteed to be the correct and 
honest price—a protection against individual 
fraud which has never heretofore existed. 

“To fully understand the importance of this 
official certificate, it is necessary to know the 
relation of the German Chamber of Commerce 
to the Imperial Government. ‘They are a part 
of that government. It exercises the minutest 
supervision over them; membership is com- 
pulsory; dues are assessed and pald just as 
taexs are, and the certificate of the chamber 
becomes not merely the guarantee of the cham- 
ber, but of the government itself.’’ 


Referring more particularly to classes 
of goods which, like dyes, colors, drugs 
and chemicals, are standard products con- 
sumed in all the manufacturing countries 
of the world, Mr. North says:— 


‘There can be no ‘export price’ without an 
actual sale to establish that price. If any gale 
in wholesale quantity for home consumption, 
of any goods of the kind and quality to be ex- 
ported, occurs in the country where manufac- 
tured, that gale constitutes the basis upon 
which our customs officers will necessarily 
appraise ‘market value’; and in the event of 
such a sale, the amended regulation has no 
applicatioin. The German manufacturers are 
daily selling goods, not only to the United 
States, but to all countries; and their sales 
to our country represent a comparatively small 
proportion of their total export trade. The 
proportion of their goods which, under these 
enditions, will have no wholesale market value 
at home, must remain, as it now is, compara- 
tively small. Any ‘export price’ which may be 
fixed upon this small proportion of her manu- 
factured exports, must be the public price at 
which the identical goods are sold throughout 
the rest of the world. Moreover, if it is an 
undervalued price, it wil! still be subject to 
all the penalties of section 7, as it now stands.” 

It can be stated without fear of con- 
tradiction that export prices within the 
contemplation of the new agreement will 
have practically no effect whatever upon 
invoice valuations of products of interest 
to the Reporter’s readers, who, therefore, 
need feel no anxiety on this score. Even 
as to the limited class of textiles, china 
and a few small lines which are made 
up in special patterns for the American 
trade, there is little or no cause for ap- 
prehension, for the reason that the in- 
voice values of such goods have never 
been based upon “foreign market value in 
usual wholesale quantities,’ but rather 
upon the prices actually received by the 
stituted "end, ites therefore have con- 
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nolds Commission, it can be stated that 
the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
and his colleagues will make a some- 
what hurried tour of observation of a 
dozen or more of the leading exporting 
centers and shipping ports and will re- 
turn to the United States November 10. 
The export price problem will not be con- 
sidered, but the methods of invoicing 
shipments to the United States will be 
studied, together with the organization 
of the American consulates, the relations 
of the consuls and special agents of the 
Treasury to local manufacturing and ex- 
porting interests, the organization of offi- 
cial and semi-official chambers of com- 
merce, ete. It is obvious that in the 
short time at the disposal of the com- 
mission hardly more than a cursory in- 
spection can be made, but Mr. Reynolds 
and his associates hope to receive in- 
formation of value, and especially to 
obtain a fairly comprehensive view of 
foreign export systems.

Sponge Trade in Brazil. 


Answering a Florida inquiry, Consul- 
General G. E. Anderson says that appar- 
ently there is some chance for Americans 
to do business in Brazil in sponges at the 
present time, although the import duty 
upon the article in Brazil is all but pro- 
hibitive. His letter from Rio de Janeiro 
continues:— 

“The exceedingly high prices make the 
use of sponges except as a matter of 
luxury out of the question. The theoreti- 
cal rate on fine sponges is 20 milreis per 
kilo, while that on the coarser grades is 
5 milreis per kilo. With the proportion 
payable in gold and other charges this 
works out $4.96 American gold _ per 
pound on the finer grade and about 
$1.25 per pound for the coarser grades. 
As a matter of fact there are not 
enough sponges imported under pres- 
ent conditions to give the article separate 
classification in the customs returns, The 
supply now coming is brought from 
Europe. There seems to be no firm mak- 
ing a specialty of the business, but almost 
all of the general commission houses buy 
sponges upon orders. Profits upon the 
sponges handled are very large. A retail 
dealer showed me a sponge of fair grade 
of about six inches diameter for which he 
asked about $6 gold. This sponge came 
from Germany, and prohably was from 
the West Indies. Great Britain sends 
some sponges, probably also. securing 
them in the first place from the same part 
of the world. Possibly some business 
could be built up by correspondence, in 
which event it will pay, vprobably, to write 
to some Rio de Janeiro firms (a suggested 
list of which. forwarded by the consul- 
reneral, is filled with the Bureau of 
Manufacture).”

MICHIGAN CARBON 


The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has 
completed three supplement 35,000 bar- 
rel steel storage tanks at its tank arm 
in the new Morris oil field of Indian 
Territory, and has material at hand for 
the construction of two more of the 
same size. 


The laying of the Producers’ pipe 
line from the Granger-Allen oil pool to 
the railroad station at Belfast, N. Y., 
has been completed and the field lines 
have been laid ready to run oil as soon 
as the steel tanks are set and the pump 
station built, probably by October 1. 


What is reported to be the biggest 
oil well ever drilled in the Milton field 
of Cabell county, W. Va., was brought 
in a few days ago on the Braley farm 
by the Harshberger Oil and Gas Com- 
pany. It was credited with a flow of 
600 barrels a day at a depth of 1,680 
feet. 


The town of Nederland, midway be- 
tween Beaumont and Port Arthur, in 
Jefferson County, Texas, is the scene 
of operations for the discovery of pe- 
troleum. A company has been organ- 
ized and indications are believed to be 
favorable for test work toward the 
Neches river. 


On Bonds creek, Clay district, Ritchie 
county, West Virginia, Mallory Bros. 
& Stewart have drilled their No. 9, on 
the William Simonton farm, into the 
Keener and have a show for a 1(0-bar- 
rel producer. This is inside of defined 
territory and the best producer found 
in that district for more than two 
years. 


In the Payne district, Monroe county, 
O., C. E. Smith & Co. have started to 
drill their No. 1 on the L. Pfeiffer farm 
from the Maxon to the Keener sand. 
Their No. 5, a Keener sand producer 
on this farm, is holding up at 80 bar- 
rels a day. In the same district, Clark 
& McCallip are starting a test on the 
Mary Conkleton farm. 


On the south fork of Dunkard creek, 
Battelle district, West Virginia, the 
South Penn Oil Company has drilled 
its second test on the Sarah FE, Devine 
farm into the Campbells Run sand and 
has a show of oil and gas.

The high price of oil is having a ten- 
dency to stimulate drilling in all the 
older oil fields, including Spindletop, 
Sour Lake, Saratoga and Batson. 


Another good well lately encountered 
in the Whittier field in Los Angeles 
county, Cal... has confirmed the oninions 
of operators there regarding the oil- 
hearing strato of the field. The new 
well is 2,400 feet deep and a pumn put 
on in the last few days brought 259 har- 
rels of oil through tubing dropned ta a 
depth of 1,000 feet. The well is not a 
gusher, but the prosnects are consid- 
ered favorable for 500 hbarrele dailv 
when the tubing is properly adjusted.

They have drilled 
it down to the 30-foot, and will have a 
15 or 20-barrel pumper from the lower 
sand. In the Florence field, J. L. Calla- 
han has completed his No. 3, on the 
John Tucker farm, and has a 10 or 12- 
barrel pumper. 


In the Bristoria district, in Greene 
county, Pennsylvania, Ross & Dunn 
are down 2,500 feet at their test on 
the J. C. Whipkey farm, and are due 
to get the sand within a few days. 
Their test on the William Finch farm 
is drilling in 1,200 feet. Both are tests 
for the territory adjacent to their good 
producter on the William Lohr farm, 
which is still holding up close to 200 
barrels a day.

of the Black Hills, 
South Dakota, Deadwood operators 
who have been quietly carrying on 
work for more than a year past, have 
struck oil that promises to open up a 
new and profitable field of deveop- 
ment in this section. The strike has 
been made on the property of the Roch- 
ford-Wyoming Oil Company, a corpora- 
tion comprised mostly of Deadwood 
men, J. D. Brooder, a veteran of the 
Pennsylvania oil fields, being the presi- 
dent, while Smith Wiley, a well-known 
Mining man of Rochford, is the secre- 
tary. The company secured 5,000 acres 
of government land and drilled two 
holes to a depth of 250 feet, in both of 
which lubricating oil was discovered. 
The oil found in the company’s wells 
at 250 feet is of great specific gravity, 
and the company is now drilling an- 
other 100 feet, where the lighter oi is 


expected. 


Advices from Bolivar, N. Y., report 
the following operations in Alleghany 
county:—W. B. Turner has a rig 
up for No. 4 on the Turner farm 
at Kossuth. Jones & Co. are 
drilling a well on the Persing lot 
at West Clarksville. I B Gray 
has finished an average producer 
on his lease in the Salt Rising district. 
Carrier & Bliss have finished a light 
producer on the Richardson farm in 
Kansas Hollow. Sawyer & Streeter are 
drilling No. 5 for T. J. Gilligan & Co. 
on the Emerson lot at Kossuth. Der- 
mitt & Phillips have completed a fair 
producer on the Voorhees farm in the 
Nile field. The Beers Oil Company re- 
cently completed a good well on the 
Beers farm in the town of Bolivar. 
Eugene Richardson, who recently pur- 
chased the oil right on the Emerson 
ten-acre lot at Kossuth, has started 
drilling No. 1 on the lot.

Late advices from the recently dis- 
covered Virgin river oil fields in 
southwestern Utah state that the dis- 
trict covers a wide area, and is situ- 
ated 30 miles from the Nevada and 15 
miles from the Arizona line. Experi- 
enced operators have declared the oil 
produced in the Virgin river field to 
be different from anything oil experts 
have had to deal with heretofore. Of 
fifteen analyses, no two agreed, the 
tests showing gravity all the way from 
25 to 54. A small percentage of as- 
phalt is found, but the majority re- 
port that the oil has a paraffine base. 
Only one well is reported to have been 
drilled so far—about 40 feet from the 
river channel—which is said to have a 
capacity of 100 barrels a day. The oil 
comes from the first sand at a depth 
of 610 feet and this sand stratum was 
found to be 54 feet deep. There are 
three oil strata showing on the sur- 
face. The formation is lime and shale 
and at the third stratum Gordon lime 
is found in abundance, the same sand 
from which the Ohio field gets its great 
production. The strata dip 150 feet to 
the mile, and the formation is very 
uniform, so it is easy to estimate the 
depth at which the strata will be 


found,

With more favorable weather condi- 
tions and the advance of the active 
fall painting season, there was a better 
demand for lead and oxides last week, 





and more business was done. Several 
large lots were taken up, both on new 
busines and on outstanding contracts. 
All descriptions of lead were decidedly 
firmer, and while prices were no higher 
there was less disposition to do busi- 


ness at the inside figures. It was con- 
tended by manufacturers that present 
prices are really too low, as compared 
with the usual quotations prevalent at 
this time of year, but increased activity 
in buying interests is a factor in off- 
setting the rather easy figures. Dry 
colors remain quiet. There was a bet- 
ter demand as compared with business 
during the previous week, but trading 
was still only of a jobbing nature, in- 
quiries being confined to necessary 
small parcels. Prices were repeated on 
all descriptions, but were firmly held, 
and dealers refused to shade, even to 
stimulate the demand. Gums were 
generally stronger, more especially 
kauri grades. Prices on these were un- 
changed in the local market, but there 
was less disposition to do business at 
quotations, owing to still higher mar- 
kets at primary points. Manilas were 
also firmer, with higher prices on the 
other -side, and also because of a more 
active demand in the local market. De- 
mar and china wood oil were easier, 
principally on account of heavy sup- 
plies here. There was no quotable 
change, however. Turpentine showed 
a stronger undertone, there being a re- 
turn to more normal prices. Little 
confidence was felt in the situation, 
however, as it could not be forseen 
that there might not be a return to low 
figures. 
White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


WHITE LEAD.—AIl grades were in 
good demand, and trading assumed sea- 
sonable proportions. A repetition of 
low plices was an incentive to buying 
interest, and several round lots were 
taken up at quotations. A continued 
stronger demand, however, is likely to 
result in a return to more normal fig- 
ures, despite the continued easy 
position of pig lead. Prices were 
repeated, at 7c. for dry lead, while lead 
in oil was held at 7@7%c. Imported 
grades were in good demand at 10%@ 
10%c. for English, according to quan- 
tity, 

RED LEAD.—With an increased de- 
mand from manufacturers of structu- 
ral iron work and other large consum- 
ers, there was a firmer tone to red 
lead, although there was no actual 
change in quotations. Several round 
lots were taken up at full prices, and 
jobbing transactions were more nu- 
merous, withdrawals on contract being 
heavier. Domestic grades were held at 
7% @7%c., the usual advance of 4c. over 
white lead. Foreign varieties were 
firm but steady at 84@8téc., as to quan- 
tity. 

LITHARGE.—There was a continued 
steady demand for litharge, and with 
continued large supplies, dealers were 
more willing to offer. Prices remained 
firm, however, upon the basis of 74@ 
7%c. English was steady at 8%c. up. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Despite a 
repetition of low prices on leads, there 
was no abatement in the firm position 
of orange mineral, and full prices were 
repeated at 84%@9c., according to quan- 
tity. The demand was of seasonable 
proportions, and this was also a factor 
in sustaining the market. Imported 
grades were still held at previous quo- 
tations, upon the basis of 11%@12c. for 
French, 10@12c. for English, and 10@ 
12c. for German, according to quan- 
tity and quality. 

ZINCS.—There_ was a seasonable de- 
mand for zines, and while no round 
lots were taken up, trading was fairly 
active along jobbing lines. New busi- 
ness was of fair proportions, and with- 
drawals on contract were of moderate 
Domestic grades were slightly 


size. 
firmer, but there was no quotable 
change. There was a good demand for 


foreign varieties at full prices, which 
were repeated at 7@7%c. for French 
red seal, 8c. for green seal, and 9c, for 
white seal. 

PIG LEAD.—There was no improve- 
ment in the demand for pig lead in 
the local market, and trading was even 
less active than during the previous 
week. Independent dealers were dis- 
posed to shade prices, but this did not 
increase buying interest. The general 
quotations here were 4.65@4.75c. for de- 
silverized, while corroding was held at 
4.85c. There was no business in® fu- 
tures. The market at St. Louis was 
correspondingly weak, and only a few 
small contracts were taken up. Prices 
were generally unchanged at 4.67%%c. 
for desilverized, and 4.77%c. for corrod- 
ing. The London market was some- 
what firmer, but the demand was of 
small proportions. Prices were quoted 
upon the basis of £20 15s, for English, 
and £19 15s. for soft Spanish.

The Standard Investigation. 
RESULT OF FOUR DAYS’ EXAMINATION 
OF WITNESSES BY GOVERNMENT AT- 

TORNEYS TO ELICIT TESTIMONY IN 
SUIT TO DISSOLVE THE COMPANY— 
LARGE EARNINGS OF THE PAR- 
ENT CONCERN—LIST OF SUB- 
SIDIARY COMPANIES—PRINCI- 
PAL SHAREHOLDERS, ETC. 
Unusual interest has centered in the 
probing of the Standard Oil Co. in quest 
of testimony to be used in the suit insti- 
gated by the Government at St. Louis for 


the disintegration of that concern. The 
Government, ever since filling its bill 
of complaint in the United States Cir- 


cuit Court of St. Louis, - has been making 
strenuous efforts to secure proof which 
would warrant the justification of its 
action. Hearings in this great suit are 
to be held in different parts of the coun- 
try, but the most important developments 
are expected from New York, the head- 
quarters of the company. The first of 
these hearings was to be held on Sept. 
3 in New York, but on the request of the 
company was postponed until last Tues- 
day. Now the fight is on in earnest. 
Frank B. Kellogg, of St. Paul, acting for 
the government, has begun the inquisi- 
tion. 

Clarence G. Fay, assistant and tem- 
porary acting comptroller of the Standard 
Oil Co. of New Jersey, has admitted that 
he had prepared the tigures which showed 
that during the eight years from 1899 to 
1906, inclusive, the Standard had received 
$490,315,924, as a gross income, This sum 
represented a profit of close to $61,000,000 
a year during the last eight years. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Fay’s statement there 
were distributed among the Standard’s 
stockholders in dividends during this time 
$308,359,403. As against this the capital 
stock of the company has appeared rath- 
er small. Last year it was given as $98,- 
338,382, showing an increase of only $1,- 
337,770 since the incorporation of the par- 
ent company, that is to say, the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of New Jersey, in 1899, but 
it should be borne in mind that the as- 
sets during the same time, which appar- 
ently were not added to the capital in- 
creased over $150,000,000, or from $196,220,017 
in 1899 to $359,400,193 in 1906. A transcript

The Government attorney, during the 
early part of the hearing, seemed to be 
particularly eager to find out for what 
reason its shares in 1899 were exchanged 
for certificates of the liquidating Stand- 
ard Oil Trust which had been formed in 
1892. E. C. Benedict, the banker, then 
told of the incorporation, together with 
Anthony N. Brady, of the Manhattan Oil 
Co. He admitted that Mr. Brady and 
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himself owned three-quarters of the stock 
of the company, and that on October &, 
1898, he had sold his portion, 5,175 shares, 
at par, together with bonds to the amount 
of $268,000. He was unable to say, how- 
ever, whether the purchaser was the 
Standard Oil Co. or not, but testified that 
he had received $889,324 as the results of 
the gale through the Central Trust Co. 
and Brown Bros. & Co. of New York. He 
was but mildly interested as to who ob- 
tained his stock, though he afterwards 
found out that his holdings in the Man- 
hattan Oil Co. had passed to the Stand- 
ard Oil through the Solar Refining Co. 

Charles M. Pratt, secretary of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey, one of 
the seven individual defendants named in 
the Government suit, and one of the 
trustees when the Standard was forced 
into liquidation by action of the State 
of Ohio in 1882, was an important wit- 
ness. As secretary he had the keeping 
of the minute book, stock books and stock 
registers. In the matter of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co., witness admitted that some 
of the stock of the Waters-Pierce Oi] Co, 
was held by him as an investment for 
the Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey. He 
said also that the Standard controlled 
2,740 of the 4,000 shares in the company. 
He did not cast any light, however, upon 
the query as to whether the parent com- 
pany or any of its subordinate or com- 
ponent corporations were looked after by 
committees. 

Mr. Kellogg endeavored to find out why 
972,500 appeared as the denominator of a 
fraction in share allotments which were 
made to the companies of which the 
Standard was made up in 1899. Mr. Pratt, 
however, could not enlighten him to any 
intelligible extent, though he admitted 
that the Standard Oil Co. had given one 
of its shares, $100 par, for each of the 
972.500 shares. 

Clarence G. Fay, acting comptroller dur- 
ing the absence of A. H. Brainard, who 
was next examined, did not throw much 
light on the general subject and the prose- 
cution failed to get an admission of the 
ownership of stock in the _ subsidiary 
companies. It was learned from Mr. Fay, 
however, that all the increase in profits as 
stated in the table of the last eight years 
had come from the Standard’s own earn- 
ings or those of its subordinate com- 
panies, even though Mr, Fay was uncer- 
tain whether the list of stocks owned by 
the Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey was 
a complete one. 

It was evident at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings that the efforts to find out who 
was engaged in the liquidation of the 
Standard Oil Trust, or that the said Trust 
was appointed in 1892, and how the ex- 
change of its certificates for the shares 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey was accomplished were not partic- 
ularly satisfactory, neither did Mr. Kel- 
logg succeed in identifying the individual 
or Official of the Standard Oil Company 
who could produce the records. 

The dividends paid and the profits made 
by the seventeen companies of which the 
Standard Oil Company is said to be in 
control, were only shown for two years, 
or for 1903 and 1906. The figures were con- 
sidered insignificant by the government 
attorney. The Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana was, for instance, shown to have 
a capital of $1,000,000, divided into 10,000 
shares of the par value of $100, 9,990 of 
these shares being owned by the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, yet in 1903 
it paid out in dividends almost eight and 
one-half times its capitalization, or, to be 
more exact, $8,491,500, the profits for the 
company during the same year being esti- 
mated at $8,753,410. To the Indiana cor- 
poration last year had been Credited 
profits of $10,516,082, while its dividends 
aggregated $4,495,500. 

Another subsidiary company of the 
Standard, which has a good earning ca- 
pacity, is the Atlantic Refining Company. 
This concern owns a capital of $5,000,000 
and showed profits in 1903 of $9,794,190 and 
paid out in dividends $8,499,830. Figures 
were given to show that the earning pow- 
ers of the Continental Oil, Indiana Pipe 
Line, the Solar Refining Company, the 
Standard Oil of Kentucky and the Stand- 
ard Oil of New York had all done remark- 
ably well, and of the seventy odd com- 
panies said to be controlled by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, seven- 
teen of them showed a profit last vear of 
957,349,032 and paid in dividends $41,369,625. 
In 1903 the profits of these companies had 
totals of $63,635,958, and the dividends ag- 
gregated $47,846,985. 

The prosecutor also succeeded in getting 
into the records a more comprehensible 
idea of the manipulation of the stock of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Company, owned 
by the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey. 

Wesley H. Tilford, a director of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey and 
its treasurer since its organization in 
1899, was another witness, from whom it 
was learned that he had been an official 
of the Standaré Oil Company of New 
York for two o. .hree years and had also 
been connected with the Chess-Carly Com- 
pany of Louisville in the early ‘80's. Al- 
though Mr. Tilford admitted that he had 
been a signer of the original trust agree- 
ment and a liquidating trustee, he pro- 
fessed to know but little of the records. 

Mr. Fay was recalled at this point and 
testified that the Waters-Pierce Company 
had appeared as an asset in the ledger of 
the Standard Oil Company in 1899. when it 
disappeared until the en@ of February, 
197. In the former year there were 2,747 
shares of the Waters-Pierce Company 
held by the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey valued at $306,789,210. He had 
not been able to prepare a statement 
giving a capitalization composed by the 
Standard Oil Company. It devolved among 
other things, however, that during 1904 
the Standard Oil] Company of New York 
had made a profit of only $7,751,160 yet it 
had during the same period paid in divi- 
dends to the parent company a total of 
$32,998, 430, 

In this way the assets of the New York 
Company declined from $40,425,900 to $15,- 
179,706, less than half the amount of the 
dividends paid to the Jersey corporation, 
and the liabilities, which had been in 1903, 
$47,646,225, were swelled to the amount of 
$81,395,145, yet the gross assets of the New 
York Company increased from $88,074,561 in 
193 to $96,574,852 in 1904, 

Charles M. Pratt was again called to 
the stand. He was not sure that the 
Waters-Pierce, which had superceded the 
old company of the same name, had its 
generation in the action of the State of 
Texas in ousting the old company. The 
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2,747 shares held by the Standard of New 
Jersey meant the controlling interest in 
the old company, which was capitalized at 
$400,000. Then, according to Mr. Pratt’s 
testimony, the tandard had acquired the 
same number of shares in the new cor- 
poration. The shares were taken in his 
own name without any special reason, he 
said, except as a matter of convenience 
and facility. He paid about $275,000 for 
the stock, which was held by him for the 
profit of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey. In 1904 Mr. Pratt sold his 
holdings in the Waters-Pierce Company 
to M. N. Van Buren, who gave $150,000 in 
cash and a note for about $4,000,000 for the 
asset, which had been recorded in 1899 on 
the Standard books as worth more than 
$3,000,000. This stock is said to have paid 
the Standard more than $1,800,000 a year. 
Mr. Van Buren, who is a son-in-law of 
John D. Archbold, one of Mr. Pratt's fel- 
low directors, held the stock only from 
1904 to 1906, when he returned it to the 
Standard Oil Company and received in 
return $150,000 and his cancelled note. 

The testimony of Mr. Tilford, treas- 
urer of the Standard Oil Co., on Thurs- 
day indicated that H. C. Flagler and C, 
M. Payne, whom the Government attor- 
ney states control the Corsicana Co., are 
prominent in the conduct of the Stand- 
ard Oil. He tried to draw an admission 
from the witness that the Corsicana Co. 
was really the Standard Oil Co. and was 
operating in Texas merely because the 
anti-trust laws of that State would not 
permit the Standard to do business there. 
Mr. Tilford replied that as far as he knew 
the Standard Oil had no interests in 
Texas and that he knew of no connection 
between the gentlemen named and the 
Corsicana Co, 

The trust agreement, from which Mr. 
Kellogg devolved many of his questions 
and which was contained in the Govern- 
ment bill of complaint filed in St. Louis 
last December, was entered into by John 
D. Rockefeller and forty-five other oil in- 
terests. It provided that the Standard Oil 
Companies should be formed in Ohio, New 
York, Pennsylvania and New Jersey, and 
in such other States as the trustees might 
deem advisable. All properties and as- 
sets of the embraced corporation and 
companies were to be turned over to the 
Standard Oil Co., which in exchange is- 
sued their own stock. Under the terms 
of this agreement all stock was to be de- 
livered to nine trustees who isused to the 
depositing stockholders trust certificates 
equal at par value to the par value of 
the several Standard Oil Companies, 
These nine trustees, under the original 
agreement, were:—John D. Rockefeller, O 
H. Payne, Wililam Rockefeller, J. A. 
Bostwick. H. M. Flagler, W. G. Warden, 
Charles Pratt, Benj. Brewster, and John 
Archbold. The trustees had such con- 
trol of the companies that they could 
purchase with the trust funds the stocks 
and bonds of all other oi! companis upon 
such terms as they deemed advisable, ene 
they 


could dispose of them whenever 
thought it wise to do so. The trustees, 
who were elected to hold office for two

Referring to the trust period between 
1882 and 1892 and the trust period of liqui- 
dation from 1892 to 1899, Mr. TiSford, as 
treasurer of the company, could give the 
Government counsel very little informa- 
tion. He stated that there had been no 
real change in the management of the 
company and that Mr. John D. Rocke- 
feller owned more than one-fourth in- 
terest in the Standard Oil Trust or 
256,854 liquidating trustees’ certificates 
out of a total 972,500. Mr. Tilford also 
testified that the trustees had been 
elected by individual stockholders of va- 
rious companies. A demand was made 
by the Government's attorney for a rec- 
ord showing the amount of stock the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey issued to 
John D. Rockefeller and the amounts of 
trust certificates held in 1892 by Henry 

. Rogers, William Rockefeller, H. M. 
Flagler, A. . Payne, H. P. Harkness 
and John D. Archbold. Mr. Milburn, 
chief ot counsel for the defendant com- 
panies, promised to have them produced, 

Mr. Tilford was closely pressed by the 
Government attorney as to whether the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey had any 
oil interests in Texas or received divi- 
dends from companies operating there. 
He replied that, to his knowledge, the 
Standard did not. 

It was brought out on Friday that Mr. 
John D. Rockefeller’s share in the Stand- 
ard Oil aggregate 247,692 shares or about 
five times as much as any other indi- 
vidual interest. Of the prominent stock- 
holders besides Mr. John D. Rockefeller 
are:— 

H. M. Flagler, 35,500 shares; H. M. Rogers, 
16,020 shares; Oliver H. Payne, 40,000 shares; 
William Rockefeller, 11,700 shares; John D. 
Archbold, 6,000 shares; estate of F. G. Bost- 
wick, 15,000 shares; estate of D. M. Harkness, 
42.000 shares; L. C. Ledyard and Payne Whit- 


ney, jointly, 8,000 shares; W. C. Whitney es- 
tate, 3,000 shares; P. A. B. Widener estate, 
3,000 shares; W. G. Warden estate, 5,858 


shares; University of Chicago, 5,000 shares, 

According to Mr, Tilford’s testimony, 
Standard Oil stock was quoted at $440, 
which would bring Mr. Rockefeller's 
holdings up to a value of $109,000,000. Mr. 
Tilford then, in reply to a long series 
of questions, endeavored to quote the in- 
dividual holdings of various stockholders 
more or less prominent. 

Mr. Kellogg brought out the fact that 


the trustees themselves owned almost 
half of all the twenty subsidiary corpora- 
tions which the Ohio Trust owned at the 


time the courts declared the trust agree- 
ment illegal. Witness admitted that in all 
probability the trustees owned 34,391 
shares out of 70,000 of the Standard of 
New York stock, and in all probability 
the same ratio of all the subsidiary com- 
panies. Witness could not positively tes- 
tify whether or not the trustees turned 
over to the Standard of New Jersey a 
large number of other corporations which 
they owned or controlled, but he promised 
find out.

The market during the entire week 
has been an active one, notwithstand- 
ing that there is the same unwilling- 
ness on the part of both crushers and 
buyers to enter upon intended engage- 
ments covering deliveries beyond what 
is generally known as prompt ship- 
ment. The seed market climbed to a 
position which warranted a further ad- 
vance in ore, and prices were marked 
up one cent early in the week, bring- 
ing the basis up to 44 cents for State 
and Western raw in lots of 5 or more 
barrels. This, if anything, rather stim- 
ulated demand. Buyers must have oil 
for immediate requirements and as the 
old contracts are pretty well cleaned 
up the demand for spot oil in moderate 
sized lots has become exceptionally 
good. The market was particularly 
strong towards the latter part of the 
week and a further advance would 
have taken few by surprise. Saturday 
closed, however, without change though 
it is likely that an announcement of 
an advance will be made to-day.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


There has been a little better demand 
for cake in the local market and the 
market is both firmer and higher. The 
principal exporters are now asking 
$29.50 to $30 for desirable brands, and 
the market may be quoted firm on this 
basis. 

Cottonseed Oil. 


Advance conditions prevailed dur- 
ing the early part of the week, and 
the market opened lower, with trading 
fairly active. There was a _ sensa- 
tional break in cotton, and traders 
were quick to size the opportunity to 
hammer prices. It was stated that the 
break in cotton reflected greater as- 
surance of the maturity of the cotton 
crop and that the weakness would in- 
fluence more liberal offerings of crude 
oil in the South. Foreign speculators 
also gave a demonstration of how to 
raid a market without inducing local 
holders to chuck their supplies over- 
board. Offerings of real oil were scarce 
all through the manipulation, while 
the prices of crude never yielded at all. 
Eventually the artificial weakness was 
eliminated, and on Wednesday, after 
some early hesitancy, a firm tone de- 
veloped, and the market advanced un- 
der spirited short covering. The steady 
position of the crude market has been 
one of the strongest features in the 
local situation, and there appears to 
be no relaxation in sight at the mo- 
ment. The demand for domestic con- 
sumption has improved, especially with 
the compound makers, where an active 
export business is in progress. Foreign 
interests who raided the market early 
in the week in the hope of getting a 
cheap line of supplies showed consid- 
rable anxiety later, when their little 
scheme was unfolded. The weakness 
in lard and the irregularity of cotton 
has had no good influence on senti- 
ment, but the cottonseed oil market 
has acted mostly independent of these 
conditions. Trading was less active to- 
ward the close of the week, although 
the market reflected a very firm tone. 
Small traders had evidently evened up 
fairly well, and were content to await 
further developments before starting 
new operations. The continued scarc- 
ity of offerings of new oil has made 
operators exceedingly cautious about 
selling ahead, until the position of the 
new crop is more clearly defined. The 
market is said to contain a consider- 
able short interest, and at times it ap- 
peared as though the bulls were en- 
couraging short sales. At any rate 
there was no disposition on the part 
of the bulls to drive the shorts to cover 
and, owing to the lack of interest by 
the large operators, the market was 
left to take care of itself. Reports

Cocoanut Oils, 
CEYLON.—Toward the 
week the market assumed a 
position under influence of renewed 
buying. Cables from London, disclos- 
ing a steadier market at that point, 
also contributed to the apparent feel- 
ing of confidence manifested by hold- 
ers, who, at the close of Saturday’s 
trading, were not showing particular 
anxiety about disposing of their stocks. 
Before this condition became a fact, 
however, the greater part of offered 
spot supplies were well cleaned up. 
Dealers in general were last quoting 
54 @8'ec. on spot, though it was offered 
in a few instances a shade lower, at 
8@8l4c. 

COCHIN.—Trading became quite brisk 
in this item, with the activity displayed 
in Ceylon, transfers practically clean- 
ing up dock and offered store stocks, 
end resulting in a stronger market on 
an improved basis of 9@9%c. Foreign 
advices on the improved conditions at 
primary sources were largely instru- 
mental in stimulating trade, and it is 
expected the bettered conditions result- 
ing will inspire further confidence. 

CORN OIL.—What confidence con- 


sumers of corn by-products may have | 


placed in the influence on the market 
of encouraging crop reports is appar- 
ently subject to a jolt. The prices 
expected have certainly not as yet ma- 
teriallized, except on two items, glucose 
showing a decline of 5 points, which is 
accounted for by a revision in the 
freight rate. Corn oil also dropped 
from $6 to $5.75, which dealers attribute 
to the invasion of this field by a new 
independent concern, whose million- 
dollar plant is rapidly nearing com- 
pletion near Chicago. Whether this has 
anything to do with the change in oil, 
which is to be one of the new con- 
cern’s principal by-products, is a mat- 
ter of opinion,, but, as these methods 
are the usual course of action when 
competition is met, the argument cer- 
tainly seems substantial. Buying has 
naturally been of a more active nature, 
though consumers even now are not 
loading up. The trade is expected to 
increase with time, and a lower figure 
would be no surprise in many quarters, 
following the developments of the past 
seven days. Quoted on large ship- 
ments, $5.75. 

PALM OIL.—A fair 
noted on the same basis 
ported, with no quotable change ex- 
pected. The week in every way has 
been an uneventful one, portraying the 
same conditions that have ruled for 
some time past. Red is delivered in 
sizable quantities at 64%@6%c. Lagos 
is the more backward of the two at 
6% @i7c., according to delivery and terms 
of sale. 

OLIVE.—Green foots stores in most 
quarters are reported exceedingly low, 
some dealers considered factors in the 
market, stating they are confronted 
with steady demand and exhausted 
stocks. While crop reports continue to 
be of an cncouraging nature, the ear- 
liest shipments of the new product are 
not looked for before January. The

The latter are 
at sea in their figuring on the possi- 
bilities of the future. The failure of the 
seed to come forward at a time when 
there should be a liberal influx of stuff 
at the northwestern markets, and the 
damage which has undoubtedly been done 
to the crop, were things which the bears 
were not able to foresee earlier in the sea- 
son, when the more liberal acreage — 
ised a big yield, as large, if not larger 
than that of the previous year.. The seed 
supply has been cleaned up so closely that 
there is practically nothing left in public 
store, and those who look for a high mar- 
ket declare that there is little seed ehough 
in private hands. Crushers are put to 
great extremities to secure seed enough 
to keep their mills running. As indicating 
how strongly they are in need of seed the 
fact may be mentioned that on Monday of 
this week there were forty-four cars of 
seed received at Minneapolis, of which all 
but two were taken to fill contracts. With 
such a small percentage of stuff left for 
the en market, it can be understood 
why the buyers are paying high prices for 
cash seed. Whether or not conditions in 
the trade will improve later, is a matter 
of conjecture. The bears have not yet 
given up the hope that there is to be a 
big yield of seed, their position being that 
the season is late, and that eventually 
the present high prices will have to give 
way to lower ones. On the other hand, 
the bulls declare that the chances are 
that the production of seed will fall short 
of, rather than exceed, the original esti- 
mate, and that in such an event, values 
will hold up till the close of navigation, 
at least. What the foreigners may be 
forced to do after that time, in the Ameri- 
can market, will depend largely on what 
Argentine does in the matter of produc- 
ing a big crop. 

The Chicago Daily Trade Bulletin is 
out with an estimate of the 197 seed 
crop, which is considerably under the es- 
timates of those who have thus far gone 
so far as to give figures. The Bulletin, 
which is generally recognized as an au- 
thority in grain matters, puts the produc- 
tion of seed in the three northwestern 
States of Minnesota, South Dakota and 
North Dakota, at 27,000,000. This, how- 
ever, is based on the government estimate 
of the acreage. Thornton, of the Duluth 
Commercial Record, takes exception to 
the government’s figures as to the acre- 
age, which he declares are from three to 
six hundred thousand under the estimates 
of all experts. Taking a nine bushel aver- 
age, per acre, 300,000 acres would add 2,- 
700,000 bushels to the estimate of the Bulle- 
tin, while 600,000 acres would add 5,400,000 
bushels, bringing the total to 32,400,000 
bushels, or more nearly the figures which 
the trade originally accepted. When the 
experts will thus disagree, it seems to be 
a time when one man’s guess is as good 
as another. All that is certain is that the 
present seed market is strong, and that 
futures are also ruling high, with pros- 
pects that a big run of seed to market 
will not take place for at least another 
fortnight. In the meantime, short selling 
may be attended with considerable dan- 
ger, as the urgency of crushers’ needs for 
seed seemingly has lifted the limit, for a 
time at least.

LINSEED OIL.—The market is firm, 
and sellers have once more taken advan- 
tage of the strength in the seed market, 
to advance the price on oil. Most of the 
crushers are asking 4ic., Chicago, though 
it is likely that oil could be bought, in a 
limited sort of way, around 40c. The lat- 
ter, however, seems to be about the mini- 
mum, for there is no denying the firmness 
of the market at the present time. The 
peculiar feature of the trade, however, is 
that that demand is all for cash oil. 
Buyers do not care to contract ahead, 
owing to the uncertainty of the market, 
and crushers are led to hold aloof from 
offering oil for the future, for practically 
the same reason. There is still a fair 
amount of oil in the west, and nothing 
like a shortage is apparent, but reports 
from the east tell of short supplies there, 
with the result that a liberal movement 
from the west has resulted within the 
past week or two. The buyers here are 
taking oil on the old hand-to-mouth plan, 
and hoping that the conditions in the 
northwest will clear up so that some kind 
of a line on the probabilities of the future 
ean be secured. There can be no doubt 
that, if the trade were satisfied that all 
the reports of damage to the seed crop 
that have come out within the last few 
weeks were true, buyers would be bidding 
more actively for future oil. As it is now, 
the market is simply a waiting one, and 
buyers and sellers alike would no doubt 
be glad if the uncertainty were dispelled. 

LINSEED CAKE.—The foreign buyers 
are not much of a factor in the market 
thus far this season. They are not willing 
to pay the prices which the crushers are 
asking for cake, and the latter are indif- 
ferent for the reason that there is so 
strong a demand for domestic meal that 
they can dispose of all of their product 
to the American buyers, and do not have 
to consider the foreign market in the 
matter, for the present, at least. The 
mills report that they are able to secure 
$29@29.50 per ton for meal, Chicago basis, 
and this gives them enough to do at the 
present time, with the supply of seed 
short. With such prices for meal it is 
not to be wondered at that the crushers 
have not been worrying at the rather in- 
different buying of oil. For export cake 
$27.50 is asked by the crushers, but the 
foreign buyers consider this price too 
high. The value of feed stuffs this year, 
however, based upon the probable price 
of corn during the coming winter, prom- 
ises to be remarkably high, and none of 
the crushers are willing to shade their 
asking. prices for cake any, to meet the 
ideas of the foreign buyers.

of business has been done, the fluctua- 
tions in the hog trade having had a bad 
effect on the traders in the provision pit. 
The offerings have been limited, but the 
inquiry also was light. Advices from the 
other side gave a little more encourage- 
ment to the sellers, but not enough to 
make the selling for export especially 
noticeable. Shipments have been fairly 
large, about what the trade expects at 
this time of the year. Stocks of regular 
lard are estimated at about 100,000 tierces. 
Strength in heavy hogs at the close of the 
current week, and the general feeling that 
in view of the fact that the country is 
now about to market its spring crop of 
pigs, that the demand for heavy hogs will 
prove strong in the near future, gave 
some foothold for bullish operations, and 
the longs claim that advances would not 
be unnatural within the next few weeks. 
Closing lard prices showed $8.9 for Sep- 
tember, $8.97% for October, $9.05 for No-

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Chinese Albumen Manufacture. 


OPERATIONS OF A FACTORY AT KAN- 
KOW AND CARE EXERCISED. 


An albumen factory at Hankow was 
visited by Consul-General William Mar- 
tin that he might find out the exact con- 
ditions under which albumen and egg 
yolk is being prepared in that Chinese 
city. He describes the results of his in- 
vestigations as follows:— 

“We first visited the room in which the 
eges were being broken and the whites 
and yolks separated. The work is done 
by Chinese women, who become very skil- 
ful, breaking and separating from 400 to 
500 eggs an hour. The whites (which 
make the albumen) are drawn into pails, 
which are then passed into the ferment- 
ing room. Here the material is put into 
open-headed barrels set about the room 
on frames, under which steam heat is 
passed The fermentation starts almost 
immediately and continues in the spring 
of the year for about two days, in winter 
about three days, and in midsummer one 
day. When it has reached the right point 
of fermentation a solution of ammoniac 
(aleah volatil) is added (three ounces to 
each 100 pounds) which causes the fer- 
mentation to stop at once. The whites, 
which have now become almost as thin 


as water, are drawn through faucets from 
the bottom of each barrel, the best qual- 
ity being secured first, while that which 
was on top and has a slight odor is left 
in the barrel and later removed as a sec- 
ond quality of albumen. It is in this 
room that the different qualities are as- 
certained, any barrel having an odor be-, 
ing rejected as first quality. 

“The albumen is now removed and 
poured out on zine pans about 14 inches 
square and placed in the drying room, 
remaining there about two days. The 
rooms are heated to about 8) degrees dur- 
ing the first day, and the temperature is 
gradually increased until on the second 
days it reaches 135 degrees or 140 degrees. 
A separate drying room is used for the 
second and third qualities so that no odor 
from them can affect the first quality, 
and very careful attention is given dur- 
ing the whole process, as there is danger 
of bubbles forming while drying. After 
being thoroughly dried the albumen of 
chickens’ eggs becomes a golden-colored 
crystal, almost transparent when in large 
cakes, and about the thickness of ordi- 
nary window glass. The whites of ducks’ 
eggs, although darker in color, form an 
albumen considerable lighter in shade, so 
there is no difficulty in distinguishing 
the two kinds. The dried crystals are 
then exposed to the air, in good weather, 
for a day or two, which causes the pieces 
to become more brittle and lessens the 
chance of deterioration while in shipment. 
The albumen is packed for export in tin- 
lined wooden boxes, each of which hold 
about 120 pounds. 


CLEANLY FACTORY WORK—PREPARA- 
TION OF YOLKS. 


“I paid special attention to the condi- 
tion of the”~factory and found it most 
satisfactory. Of course, no _ pure-food 
laws exist in this country, but it was con- 
ducted all through in a manner that 
would stand the most careful scrutiny. 
All pails, pans, urns, and barrels are kept 
thoroughly cleansed. The pails and pans 
are washed two or three times each night 
after the day’s work, and the barrels in 
which the albumen is fermented are 
steamed each time after being used, thus 
removing all smell from them. The zinc 
plates on which the albumen is dried are 
all thoroughly scraped after being used 
and then washed about four times in tubs 
of hot water, The whole factory seemed 
to be in excellent condition and in the 
hands of capable men. 

“I inquired regarding the eggs used and 
was informed that until after April very 
few bad eggs were met with and that 
these were rejected by the women break- 
ing them, but that about May bad eggs 
were found, when they put on a big force 
each night and have every egg candled be- 
fore using it. The eggs saw being 
broken looked all right, and there was no 
smell about indicating that any bad eggs 
were being used. The godown contained 
several hundreds of baskets of eggs 
which they stated were all fresh and had 
been brought in only from the near vi- 
cinity. 

“The egg yolk is prepared in two differ- 
ent ways. Most of it at this factory was 
being put into large machine-run churns 
where it was mixed with a 2 per cent. 
solution of boracic acid as a preservative. 
This compound is used only for commer- 
cial purposes, as the addition of the acid 
makes it a poison. The yolks which are 
to be used as food products are spread in 
pans and dried, after which they are run 
through a small mill, which nds it to 
a yellow powder. The compound of fluid 
volk first mentioned, after being churned 
four minutes if chickens’ eggs and six 
minutes if ducks’ e . is immediatel 
put into barrels for Shipment, in whic 
manner it will keep for some time.”

Fourth sand operations in West Vir- 
ginia have again resulted in a strike 
of more than the usual consequence, 
a well that was credited with an initial 
production of 100 barrels an hour being 
reported in the Church district of Wet- 
zel county. Later news indicated a de- 
cline in the flow to 50 barrels an hour, 
but the strike has done much to stim- 
ulate the waning interest of operators 


throughout the State. Results of re- 
cent second tests are also said to have 
aitorded encouragement for oil, al- 
though most of them were primarily 
located for gassers. Cabell county 


came to the front as the scene of what 
was declared to be one of the biggest 
wells ever drilled within its limits, one 
that was reported good for 600 barrels 
a day at a depth of 1,680 feet in the 
Milton field. The news did not attract 
the widespread interest that might 
seem to be warranted, as experienced 
operators had found previous reports 
misleading and the field is said to have 
shown a peculiarly erratic development. 
The Congo pool in Hancock county in 
the same State, which held such an 
important place among the Southwest 
fields a few weeks ago, remains in the 
background so far as new operations 
are concerned. The older production is 
declining steadily and late completions 
indicate nothing but small producers. 
Ritchie county furnished an exception 
to the general rule of light results in 
what was reported to be a show fora 
100-barrel well within defined limits. In 
another column we publish a detailed 
report by the United States Geological 
Survey on the operations and prospects 
of Greene county, Pennsylvania. This 
county assumed particular interest last 
July when a gusher was encountered 
that was credited with an initial pro- 
duction of 75 barrels an hour. Accord- 
ing to late advices the well was main- 
taining close to 200 barrels a day. 
Gratifying results have been encounter- 
ed from 100-foot sand operations in 
Washington and Allegheny counties in 
the same State. Advices from south- 
eastern Ohio have noted the usual num- 
ber of dusters from late completions, 
an exception being recorded in a show 
for a good producer in Waterville town- 
ship of Lucas county, a flow of 40 
barrels the first twenty-four hours be- 
ing reported. The runs by the various 
pipe lines in the fields of New York, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Indiana dur- 
ing the first half of the current month 
amounted to 2,204,462 barrels, while the 
shipments for the corresponding period 
aggregated 2,771,930 barrels. Referring 
again to the monthy statement for Au- 
gust, it is worthy of mention to direct 


attention to the fact that the daily 
average of runs of the Pennsylvania 
and Lima fields for the month was 


90,817 barrels, the lightest that has been 
recorded in recent years, while the daily 
average shipments established a heavy 
record at 186,745 barrels. 





Refined and Products. 
Nothing suggestive of a feature or 
of noteworthy interest is presented in

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the week’s developments in the local 
market for refined, but trading has 
been of well-sustained proportions, both 
for domestic and foreign account, and 
the bulk of available supplies is freely 
absorbed at fully maintained values. 
No changes have been recorded in quo- 
tations during the week. Our records 
show a gain in clearances from New 
York, the aggregate for the week be- 
ing 11,148,500 gallons, of which 9,603,- 
»o0 gallons were shipped in bulk. The 


total for the previous week was 10,- 
413,060 gallons. Clearances from Phila- 
delphia during the current week 
amounted to 8,036,830 gallons, against 


9,265,965 gallons during the previous 
week. Charters have been reported of 
190,000 cases for Japan and 100,000 cases 
for Montevideo and La Plata, with an 
option to La Plata and Rosario, both 


prompt shipment from New York. 
Freight rates from New York are 
generally well maintained and an ad- 


vance to 21%c. to Japan has been re- 
ported. Our correspondent advises us of 
a sharp strengthening of freight rates in 
Philadelphia in the eagerness to secure 


loading accommodations. The Rus- 
sian situation remains settled, so far 
as labor disturbances are concerned, 
but the production of crude fails to 
show any increase. A lower basis is 
recorded there for kerosene, the de- 
mand having been restricted by the 


former high level. No charters of Rus- 
sian case oil have been made for the 
Far East, and the markets in Rou- 
mania, America and elsewhere have 
been successful competitors for Medi- 
terranean ports and Egypt. Deliveries 
of Russian and American lamp oils 
are reported considerably reduced in 
London and Liverpool, but according 
to cable advices received here London 
was firmer for American at 6%d. No 
changes have been recorded in the 
Indian markets. American case and 
bulk oil are quoted at an advance in 
Yokohama, and the latter and Eastern 
bulk oil are also firmer in Shanghai. 
The demand for the products in the 
local market has shown diminished 
proportions during the week, but values 
have not been appreciably influenced, 
and the same quotations are current for 
all descriptions. The export movement 
in naphtha has also abated, clear- 
ances for the week aggregating 119,000 
gallons, against 257,150 gallons during 





the previous week.

In fact, so little of it has been found 
outside the Province of Ontario it might be 
truthfully said that the oil pools of the Do- 
minion that amount to anything are found in 
the southwestern part of Ontario. The petro- 
leum output.of Canada last year was upwards 
of 600,000 barrels, but at least nine-tenths of 
this came from Ontario wells, chiefly those in 
Kent county. Possibly the best authority in 
Canada on the petroleum question is Eugene 
Coste, C. E ‘*There are very good prospects 
in many fields,’’ he said to your correspondent 
to-day, ‘‘but it is in southwestern Ontario and 
northwestern Canada that the outlook is espe- 
cially good.’’ 

‘“‘We have not drilled enough in Canada,’’ he 
added. ‘‘We really do not know what we have 
here. The little that has been done in the 
way ef drilling in Canada is well illustrated 
by a comparison with the United States. 
Every month across the border they drill about 
2,000 wells. In Canada, previous to last year, 
we did not drill 20 in a year. Even now, with 
the development of the Tilbury field, we are 
not drilling more than 100,’’

Beaumont, Tex., Sept. 14, 1907. 


The Gulf Pipe Line Cumpany on September 
6 began running oil through its eight-inch pipe 
line from the Glenn pool Cl. T.) to Texas, thue 
accomplishing the construction and operation 
of the 415-mile line in leas than seven months. 
The Glenn crude is being pumped from Watkins 
Station, in the Glenn field, to Lenoir, Tex., near 
the city of Paris, the first station on the line 
south of Red River. In compliance with the 
Federai law the Gulf Company has filed with 
the interstate Commerce Commission its first 
tariff on the transportation of crude oil from 
the Indian Te:ritory to Texas, a rate of 45 
cents a barrel being named on shipments from 
the Glenn pool to Port Arthur, Tex., a distance 
of 450 miles. The circular stipulates that all 
oil is to be received at the company’s station 
in the Glenn field, and that It is to be delivered 
at the company’s station near Port Arthur, Tex. 
No other points of receipt or delivery have been 
established. The tariff is made effective on the 
completion of the pipe line of the company, 
‘about September 15."" It may be a week 
or two before oil reaches Port Arthur, owing 
to the fact that tankage at the various sta- 
tions is to be filled. The two 37,500-barrel 
steel tanks at Chambers, I. T., the first station 
south of the Glenn field have been filled, and 
the two of same capacity at Lenoir are now 
being filled. There are two tanks at Big Sandy 
and two at Lufkin, Tex., to fill, also some 
storage at Sour Lake. The company’s regula- 
tions governing interstate shipments are sub- 
stantially as follows: 

The company will only supply storage facili- 
ties incidental and necessary to interstate ship- 
ment of oil received by the company for 
transportation, 

The minimum amount of

No oil will be received by the company for 
transportation except oil from the Glenn sand, 
in the Glenn pool, near Tulsa, and no oil 
will be received the quality of which has been 
seriously impaired through the character of 
storage in which the,game has been held, or 
which is in litigation, as to which a diepute 
as to title may exist, or which may be incum- 
bered by liens, nor will oil be received unless 
it is free from water and other foreign sub- 
stances. 

Prior to the receipt of oil from the 
of the shipper same must be tested 
regular agent of the company for that 
and a deduction of 3 per cent. in quantity 
will be made for evaporation and other loss 
during transit, and the net balance thereof will 
be the amount etated in the contract of trans 
portation, and the limit of quantity for which 
the company may be liable. 

The company shall be under no obligation to 
make delivery of the same oil which it may 
receive, but all oils received for shipment are 
to ‘be delivered out of its common stock of 
Indian Territory oil at the delivery station, 

The company may refuse to accept oil for 
shipment unless satisfactory evidence be given 
that the shipper or consignee has made pro- 
vision for the prompt receipt of said oil at the 
delivery station. 

The obligation of the company is to deliver 
at said delivery station the quantity of oil 
stated in said contract, and such delivery will 
be made within fifteen days from the date of 
such contract, and may be made at any time 
within said fifteen days’ period upon twenty- 
four hours’ notice to the shipper or consignee 
who shall receive said oil from the delivery 
tanks of the company with all possible dispate 
and as discharged from the delivery tanks of 
the company or tendered by the latter for 
receipt by the shipper or consignee. At the 
expiration of said twenty-four hours’ notice a 
demurrage charge shall acrrue on said oil 
not received as tendered by the company of 
one-tenth of one per cent. per barrel of 42 
gallons for each day of twenty-four hours or 
fractional part thereof until said oil be re- 
ceived.

Since the days of the McDonald pool, which 
Cluume operators point tu as the biggest 
ining in tne history of oil development, taere 
has been nothing to equal the Glenn pool in the 
Creek nation, Indian Territory, three miles 
southeast of Sapulpa and about fourieen milcs 
south of Tulsa. Individual wel.s in the beau- 
mont, Tex., held, and in all the other impor- 
tant petroleum producing districts of the Gulf 
Coast region of Texas and Louisiana have 
shuwn greater Capacity than the welis in the 
Gienn pool, but the aggregate output in a given 
time has been larger in the Glenn fie.d than in 
any other oil field developed in recent years, 
Furthermore, the product of the Glenn’ wels 
a high-grade, light petroleum, especiz 
adapted for the purposes of refining. 
crude petroleum oi tne Gulf Coast region 
heavy and more suitable for fuel use than for 
refining. In the gil industry the Glenn pool 
is a more important development than Spindle- 
top or any of the other Gulf Cvast fields, this 
for the reason that ail but a very smail propor- 
ison of the product of the Glenn wWelis wil be 
refined, while the gieater part of the Texas 
and Louisiana oils find their way to the fuel 
market, repiacing coal to a large etxent in the 
industries of the two States in which they are 
produced, Up to September 1 there had’ been 
accounted fur eome 15,770,000 barreis of c:uue 
petroleum irom the Gienn pool. By the end 
vf the present month this total will have been 
swelled to 18,400,000 barrels, nearly all of 
which _will have been produced in a year's 
time. The capacity of the field for months has 
been over 100,000 barre.s a day. Some esti- 


mates e the capacity in iis present stage 
of develofent 125,0u0 barre!s 
is reasom fo believe that thi

Althous® 
there are three pipe lines taking Glenn crude, 
the production of the wells throughout the year 
nas exceeded the capacity of the pipe lines to 
handle it, notwithstanding the fact that efforis 
have been put forth to provide accommodations 
for the oil such as have never before been 
exerted in the history the industry. The 
pipe line companies have constructed 7,000,000 
barrels of Steel storage in and near the field 
up to September 1, and were building tanks at 
the rate of 21,120 barrels a day. Produceis 
had conetructed at their own expense 33,087,310 
barrels of steel storage in the field and were 
building additional steel tanks at the rate of 
26,452 barrels a day on September 1. Steel 
tankage to the amount of 3,722,500 barrels was 
either in course construction or contracted 
tor on September 1, In addition there was over 
1,000,000 barrels of Glenn crude in ground 
Storage On September 1. ‘The actual quantity 
of oil accounted for from Glenn wells last 
month was 2,655,000 barrels, making the ave.- 
age daily runs during the month 85,000 bar- 
rels. The record in July was the same, Now 
that the Gulf Pipe Line Company and the 
Texas Company are running Glenn crude 
through their eight-inch trunk pipe lines to 
Texas the quantity handled by the pipe lines 
will be considerably increased.’ The Prairie Oj] 
and Gas Company, which up to the time that 
the Gulf Company and the Texas Company 
entered the Glenn field, was the only pipe line 
company operating in the mid-continent field 
has take n care of 30,000 to 40,000 barrels a day 
Gie nn crude every day since early in the 
year. This company has over 4,000,000 barre s 
of Glenn oil in storage at its big tank farm at 
Jenks, on the Midland Valley railroad, eaet of 
the field. The Gulf Pipe Line Company on 
September 1 had over 2,000,000 barrels of Glenn 
crude in steel tanks and the Texas Company 
on the same date had over 1,600,000 barrels of 
Glenn oil in steel storage. In addition to its 
stocks of Glenn crude the Prairie Company had 
over 24,000,000 barrels of oil from other fields 
in the Indian Territory and Kansas -prinet- 
pally however, from the Territory—in storage 
m September 1, Its statement of stocks of oil 
en hand on Septembe 1 shows 28,278,754 bar- 
rels in tanks and pipe lines. All of this is mid- 
continent oil, and most of it has been stored 
within the last three years. Adding to the 
Prairi¢ 8 siocks the surplus oil held by the 
Gulf Company, the Texas Company and by 
produc ers themselves—this last item being put 
at 5,802,000 barrels on September 1—it appears 
that the total stocks of mid-continent crude on 
September 1 amounted to 37,625,612 barrels 
The magnitude of the new oil development in 
the southwest is plainly reflected by these 
figures, especially when compared to the stocks 
held east of the Misissippi River in the 
Illinois and Appalachian (Pennsylvania, Ohio 
West Virginia, New York and eastern fields) 
regions On September 1 the stocks of Penn- 
Sylvania crude in the tanks and lines of the 
Stan ‘d Oil Company east of the Mississippi 
River amounted to less than 20,000,000 barrele 
to he « xact, 13,309,442 barrels of Pennsylvan‘a 
ind Lima oil and 6 547,874 barrels of Tilinois 
crude, The Standard holds the bulk of the 
castern reserve stocks. It is evident from the 
figures given that the quantity of mid-continent 
crude in storage is more than double the 
amount of eastern oil in reserve. To-day the 
refiners of the T'nited States are looking to the 
mid continent field to supply their future needs 
_During the first eight months of the pres nt 
year the runs of the Prairie Oi] and Gas Com- 
pany alone amounted to 22,826,060 24 barre'’s— 
almost as much as the entire output of the 
mid continent region in the full twelve movths 
of 1906. In addition, the Gulf Pipe Line Com- 
pany had run about 2.500.000 barrels and the 
Texas Company about 1,706,0% barrels of Glenn 
crude, and producers in the various districts of 
the mid-continent field had stored ever 4.0090 
barre Is of oi], making fully 30,000,000 barre’e of 
mid-continent erude produced during eight 
months of 1907 Actual production for the 
remainder of the year will average not less 
than 4,000,000 barrels a month, unless there 
shovld be a sudden and unlooked for decline 
In the outrut of the Glenn wells, and this is 
not considered likely It seems reasonably ce ‘.

In- 
cluding the production of the Guif Coast region, 
which will exceed 15,000,000 barrels this year, 
the output of the oil fields of the Southwest in 
1907 will top 60,000,000 barreis—a yield of petro 
leum unparalleled in the hietory of the in- 
dustry.

Kentucky-Tenessee Petroleum 
Fields. 


Barbourville, Ky., Sept. 18, 1907. 


The week’s results in the Kentucky-Tenessee 
fields snow nothing out of the ordinary. Sev- 
eral new wells are drilling and starting, puin- 
cipally in newly-opened districts, but com- 
pletions for the week were few and far between. 
Wayne, Wolte, Clinton and Floyd counties show 
an aggregate new production of 115 barrels 
from seven strikes. Wayne county turned out 
one duster and one dry was drilled in Cum- 
berland. The strikes of the week were cof 
tair average calibre, none doing better than 
20 barrels. The Flvuyd county strike was the 
first completion recorded in that end of the 
State for several months. Five barrels daiiy 
is all it does. On the Tennessee side nothing of 
interest is being accomplished. A small field 
has been developed in Fentriss county. The 
cid Bob's Bar field, of that county, once iii” 
sensation of the Kencucky-Tennessee field, und 
the first real development, is idle. In the 
Poplar Cove region, the scene of later efforts, 
ne drilling has been attempted for some time. 
The test work in Campbeil county, near the 
Kentucky border, resulted in a second duster 
recently. Occasional teste have been started 
in Pickett and Cumberland, but no rigs are 
reported in operation in those counties. Down 
near Pikeville, Chicago capitalists last year 
developed a small field, several wells of fair 
average caliber being developed. The company 
proposed to establish a refinery at that point, 
but the venture seems to have fallen through. 

The prospects are bright for an expansiin of 
drilling in smaller fields of Kentucky, and some 
interest !s maintained in test drilling. Knox 
county, once the foremost division of the 
State, is to be subjected to some new work, 
the most important, perhaps, now in sight in 
Kentucky. Pennsylvania capitalists have 
leased several thousand acres in the Tye Bend 
section, ordered machinery and rigs will short y 
be erected. Deep tests will be made and the 
territory thoroughly punctured. The prospects 
are excellent, as some oi) was found in tests 
years ago. Cumberland county, also, is coming 
in for a share of attention from the wrospecior. 
New teets have been started with the view of 
locating a deeper oil-bearing sand. Present 
production, which has greatly declined, comes 
from shallow wells. One thing which keeps 
up interest development work is the oil 
market, the prices being higher than those 
quoted on Ohio and Indiana oil, Otherwise 
the Kentucky field might sink out of sight. 
The market is divided about equally between 
the Standard Oil Company and the Indian 
Refining Company, a comparatively recent addi- 
tion to the purchasing force. The Standard 
quotes $1.20 for the better grade oil and 75 
cents for the inferior grade. The latter grade, 
which is limited in output, has declined five 
cente per barrel. The Indian Refining Company 
quotes $1.28 for the better grade. This com- 
pany, which also purchases Ohio oil, is prepar- 
ing to build a pipe line from Southern Illinois 
to its plant at Georgetown, Ky. Natural gas 
developments in Southeastern Kentucky are 
assuming great importance. The Cumberland 
Gas Company is surveying a sixteen-mile gas 
pipe line from the Knox county fields to Cor- 
bin It will be extended within the next two 
months, and additional exteneions will be laid 
within the course of a year to all important 
towns of Southeastern Kentucky In upper 
Kentucky the Central Kentucky Natural Gas 
Company is developing a large area in Menifce 
and Morgan counties

Pipe line work is being rushed throughout 
the iliinois oil Meld, and it louKs very Much as 
though every producing iease in the S.arce 
would be connected up befure winter seis in. 
The Ohio Oil Company has laid hundreds of 
miles of pipe line during the last twenty 
months, and erected more than 200 of tne b.z 
35,UUU-barrel stock tanks, With graaes ior as 
many more, ihe ieading tank faims ace 
located at Martinsville and Casey, Clark councy, 
iridgeport, in Lawrence county, wiih 
lauks scattered through the var.ous 
producing counties. Many of the operators who 
have a itarge production nave buiit tankage 
which when completed and fu.l have been svid 
to the Ohio O11 Company. The Freeho.d Wil 
and Gas Company, of FPittsburgh, ie buiidixg 
tour of the 35,00U-barrel tanks on the McLa.n 
larm, near Robinson, in Crawford county. 
The Jennings Producing Company, ‘Treat, 
Crawford & Treat, Big Four Oil Company, 
Consolidated Oil Company and several othe.s 
have put up stock tanks.

This crude wi.l 
be shipped to the company’s refinery at 
Georgetown. 

The Robinson Refining Company has com- 
pleted its 250-barrel refinery at Robinson, and 
is now turning out the refined product. In 
the heavy grade oil district, in Montgomery 
township, Crawford county, and about eight 
miles east of the old producing area, the pro- 
duction is being shipped by tank*cars to Chi- 
cago and St. Louis tor fuel purposes, as sume 
of the product only grades 19 gravity, and 
similar to the Kansas product. The Com- 
planter Refining Company, of Warren, Pa., 
is also shipping crude from the Ilinois field, 
and has a loading rack and storage tanks on 
a smal! scale aloug the Vandalia Railroad, 
near Casey. The Georgetown Refining Com- 
pany hae also put in a loading rack along the 
Vandalia line, between Casey and Martinsvilie, 
and is taking the production of R. H. Gibson 
& Co. in Johnson township, Clark county, The 
Ohio Oil Company, outside of its network of 
pipe lines throughout the field, is shipping 
about 90 cars of oil per day from its large 
and extensive loading racks along the C., H. & 
Db. Railroad, just north of Casey, and at Oil 
Fields. There is some talk of a pipe line 
extension from the Lawrence county field to the 
developments at Princeton, Indiana, but this 
will hardly be effected unless some oil pools 
of magnitude are opened up between the two 
fields, as the present production at Princeton 
can easily be handled by tank cars, and to 
take the product by pipe line would mean the 
putting in of close to 80 miles of line, which 
would be a losing proposition under present 
conditions. As to development work in the 
central and western section of the State, much 
depends upon the laying of a pipe line from the 
present producing area to the site of the new 
refining plant to be installed at Alton, IIl. 
Should this line be put in, it would take almost 
a direct western course from Martinsville to 
Alton, passing through Clark, Cumberland, 
Effingham, Jasper, Fayette, Bond and Madi- 
son counties, nearly paralleling the Vandalia 
Railroad from Martinsville a little south of 
west. Along this line much development work 
will be done, as good access will be had to the 
main pipe line if any productive poole are 
opened up. Tests have already been made in 
many of the counties with poor results. The 
only find in any point in close proximity to the 
proposed line is at Litchfield, in Montgomery 
county, about 52 miles northeast of St. Louis, 
and with the dozen or more wells drilled 
there it would be hard work to scrape up a 
20-barrel a day production. The oil is a nat- 
ural lubricant, and the product as fast as pro- 
duced is sold for machine oil at St. Louis at 
about $3,50 per barrel delivered. 

Numerous test wells have been completed of 
late that extend the producing area to some 
extent, and add plenty of acreage for new de- 
velopment work. The Wabash Oil Company 
finished a test that produced 125 barrels on the 
southwest corner of the Price farm, section 20, 
Oblong township, Crawford county, that is at 
least half a mile in advance of developments. 
The Jennings Producing Company brought in a 
test on the Wilson farm, section 17, same town- 
ship, that is good for 50 barrels. W. 8S. Work 
& Co. had a test in on the Drake farm, same 
section, that produced 90 barrels. The Minne- 
tonka Company's test on the Berryhill farm, 
section 9, same township, opens up a_ wide 
scope of undeveloped land, and shows a pro- 
duction of 250 barrels. This company also has 
a test on the Clark farm, section 17, that pro- 
duced 70 barrels. H. Heasley drilled in a_ 60- 
barrel test in section 9, same township. Dur- 
ing the week six test wells were finished in 
Martin township, same county, that add at 
least a mile of new territory to the producing 
area. The smallest producers of that number 
produced 70 barrels, and the largest 125 bar- 
rels. In Robinson township, same county, the 
Downing-West people drilled in a test well on 
the Hall lands in section 7 that produced 
7,000,000 cubie feet of gas. In Prairie town- 
ship, same county, the Strathers company put 
down a test on the Annin company’s farm, 
section 28, and to the east from production, 
about a mile, and secured a producer good 
for 140 barrels. In Honey Creek townshiy 
county, the Consolidated Oil Company 
11,000,000 cubie feet gas well on the 
Tom Wesley farm, section 2, and two miles 
west of Plat Rock, and~another big gas well 
on the Wash Parker farm, a milv west of the 
Wesley gusher, The Riddle Oil Company 
struck a 500-barrel gusher in No. 5 Mann 
arm, section 36, same township.

Lima Petroleum Fields, 
Lima, Ohio, Sept. 17, 1907. 


It has only been a few years since the Lima 
petroleum fields, comprising the entire Tren- 
ton limestone districts of Ohio and Indiana, 
had on hand a net stock in crude oil of better 
than 25,000,000, while now the stocks are 
only about 6,000,000 barrels all told, and at the 
rate they are being drawn upon will be dim- 
inished very rapidly, especially in the Indiana 
end, where the shipments are double the 
amount of the runs from the wells for the last 
few months. In the Ohio end things are dif- 
ferent, and the stocks are piling up, but not in 
a very rapid way, and the general production 
in that section of the State has dwindled down 
to something less than 30,000 barrels a day, 
while Indiana is below the 20,000 barrel mark, 
a most wonderful decline from what it was 
during 1896, when the production of the two 


Siates was close to 100,000 barrels. The 
chances are slim in Ohio for an increase in 
the runs from the wells, still there remains 


much territory that will produce small pump- 
ers. In Indiana there is a much becter oppor- 
tunity, as only a section of the eastern central 
part has been partially drilled over, with 
much undeveloped lands to the west and south 
of Indianapolis, yet that may develop into 
good producing territory. In the northwestern 
Ohio end of the field the bulk of the heavy 
production is coming from the deep sand belt 
located in Lucas, Wood and Hancock coun- 
ties, and is a strip about a mile wide by 56 
miles in length, starting a few miles north of 
Waterville, in Lucas county, passing through 
the heart of the once productive Wood county 
field, thence into Hancock county to the east 
of Findlay. This belt is known as the ‘Hogs 
Back”’ and runs a little east of a south course, 
Along this belt oil has been found as deep as 
485 feet in the oil rock, and is of fine staying 
qualities and a higher grade crude than the 
upper pays. The best crude found in_ this 
field is produced in Sandusky, Seneca and the 
eastern side of Wood county, and is nearly as 
good as the Pennsylvania second sand product. 
It makes a superior illuminating oil, but has 
not the large number of by-products that the 

Sastern oil contains. Some of the oil men 
contend that they cannot afford to produce 
erude oil at the present price in the Lima 
fields, but still they keep the drill moving 
along, and are making a good per cent. on 
their investments that have long ago paid the 
principal, or first cost of the wells and pump- 
ing plants, and all the cost now to run the 
wells is the repairs and the cost of pumpers 
and roustabouts which does not amount to 
much according to the income of the proper- 
ties. Oil properties that changed hands about 
five vears ago at something like $1,000 per 
barre] for settled production have long paid 
out and making good money for the owners. 

In the Indiana section of the fields the bulk 
of the operations are confined to the older 
fields that have been tried and are sure, espe- 
ciaily in the eastern section, where no wildcat 
work is under way. In the older districts 
there are still plenty of locations to drill to 
keep the drillers active for some years, The 
expensive part of the field is in the vicinity of 
Terre Haute, where the oil-bearing sand is 
found at from 1,600 to 1,700 feet and the cost 
of a well is close to $4,500, but the oil there is 
of a very fine quality and worth the trial to 
get it. Much new work will be done before 
winter along the western borders of the State, 
and the work may stretch out from Chicago to 
the Ohio River. 

The runs from the wells in the Indiana part 
of the field for the last week average only 
13,236 barrels, while the deliveries were 37,424 
barrels as an average. The week’s completion 
amounted to 20 wells, of which 2 were dry 
holes, the balance having a new production of 
497 barrels distributed by counties as follows:— 
Wells county, 4 wells, 115 barrels; Jay 





county, 6 wells, 205 barrels; Adams county, 1 | 


well, 5 barrels; Grant county, 4 wells, 1 dry, 
52 barrels; Huntington county, 1 well, 15 bar- 
rels; Delaware county, 3 wells, 1 dry, 45 
barrels, and Vigo county, 1 well and 60 barrels 
new production. In the northwestern Ohio end 
of the Lima field the run from the wells for 
the week average 26,871 barrels, and the de- 
liveries averaged 29,190 barrels. The week's 
work show 21 wells completed, of which one 
was dry, and a new production of 371 barrels 
a day, divided by counties as follows:—Wood 
county, 7 wells, 145 barrel Hancock county, 
8 wells, 1 dry, 20 barrels; Sandusky county 
6 wells, 88 barrels; Lucas county, 1 well, 40 
barrels; feneea county, 2 wells, 28 barrels; 

fyandot courty, 1 well, 40 barrels, and Ot- 
tawa county, 1 well and a new production of 
15 barrels. The average per well in the two 
States for the week was a trifle less than 23 














barrels, a very small average for the first

Advances in Petroleum 
Freight Rates. 

Philadelphia September 18, 1907.

As a result, it is said, of the keen rivalry 
that exists between the American and the 
Russian petroleum interests for the control 


for a time of all the bulk oil steamships afloat, 
freight rates have gone upward by leaps and 
bounds, and foreign vessels loading at Phila- 
delphia which formerly were receiving 10 
shillings a ton are now receiving as high as 
42 shillings. Reports received in Philadelphia 
state that while not long ago the Tyne in 
England was lined with tank steamships tied 
up for lack of business, to-day these vessels 
are in great demand at most remunerative 
rates. A few days ago the British tank steam- 
ship Georgian Prince left Philadelphia for 
Rouen, Frauce, laden with 4,218 tons of crude 
oil in bulk, which was loaded in eight hours 
and upon which her owners receive in freight 
charges $31,344.72. The voyage across will 
consume not more than 16 days, and she will 
be discharged and will be on her return voy- 
age across the Atlantic within three weeks. 
Under ordinary conditions 13 shillings freight 
on oil in bulk from Philadelphia to a United 
Kingdom or Continental port is considered good 
business, and at this figure owners are able 
to make good profits owing to the minimum 
expense at which this grade of ship can be 
operated. As most of the business of charter- 
ing tank steamships for the oil trade is done 
in London the state of the market at this time 
is not known in Philadelphia. The rivalry still 
exists and within the past month vessels have 
come to Philadelphia to load with charter 
parties calling for freights at anywhere be- 
tween 31 and 42 shillings. So far as is known, 
42 shillings is the highest rate of freight paid. 
The demand for petroleum and its products 
abroad is such that it paid the Sun Oil Com- 
pany to divert from its domestic trade the 
huge tanker Sun several days ago, and she 
went to Manchester, England, with a _ full 
cargo of gas oil, the first cargo of the kind 
that was ever shipped from here in an Ameri- 
can tanker other than those operated by the 
Standard Oil Company. In view of the exist- 
ing high rates of freight to Europe it is pro- 
posed to send in the near future several of 
the American tankers which will also tow 
barges laden with the oil in bulk for European 
ports.

Mr. Tilford also testified that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New York did prac- 
tically all the export business of the 
parent company and that it purchased the 
oil of subsidiary companies of the Stand- 
ard and also that some purchases were 
made from independent companies in 
Western Pennsylvania, including the 
Pittsburgh Oil Refining Company. 

Mr. Kellogg elicited from the witness, 
umong other things, that there were 972,492 
shares of the Standard of New Jersey, 
and that the equivalent of eight shares of 


the old trustees’ certificates had never 
been presented for liquidation. These are 
still outstanding, and their value and 


accumulated profit is not learned, nor was 
it ascertained who had failed to make the 
exchange. Mr. Tilford did not know that 
the Union Tank Line Company, of which 
he had been president from 1891 until a 
recent date, had purchased all of Manhat- 
tan tank cars or that the Solar Oil Com- 
pany had bought all the Manhattan's oil 
wells. He promised, however, to find out, 

It became evident from the line of 
questioning, that Mr, Kellogg was endeav- 
oring to establish the tact that those who 
combined to form the original trust in 
1882 or their heirs or estates are still in 
control of Standard Oil, or in other words, 
than there is no practical difference be- 
tween the present New Jersey holding 
company and the ola trust. Some time 
Wus taken up with particulars of the 
various holdings of stock by different 
members of the prominent families con- 
vected with the management of the com- 
pany. <Althvugh John D. Rockefeller has 
dispused of 9,162 1ares since the forma- 
tion of the present trust, he still owns 
more than one-quarter of its capitaliza- 
tion. Mr. Kellogg’s questions then led to

TAR AND OILS. 
The crude wood tar produced when 
wood is distilled in retorts varies from 
3 to 10 per cent. of the wood. The por-

“retort tar.’ It is used tor 
preserving wood, tor making roofing fe:ts, 
as an antiseptic, and for the preparation 
of wagon grease and other low-grade iu- 
bricants. it is also a suitable raw ma- 
terial for the preparation of anilin colors, 
but finds no industrial application for this 
purpose because of the low price of coal 
tar and the fact that the composition of 
the latter is better known, 

In addition to the tar separated by set- 
tling, the crude py roligneous acid contains 
considerable tar held in solution by the 
acids and alcohol present, which is recov- 
ered when the crude acid is distilled, and 
constitutes what is known as “boiled 
tar.’"’ lt may be sold as such or burned 
under the retort, or it may be mixed with 
the raw tar and subjected to any desired 
treatment, 

Wood tar, which

varies in character 
with the kind of wood from which it is 
obtained, is a thick, dark colored, viscous 
material still containing some acetic and 
other acids, and has a specific gravity of 
about 1.05 to 1.15. It consists when de- 
rived fiom hardwood chiefly of paraffins, 
toluene, xylene, cresol, guaiacoi, phenol 
and methyl derivatives of pyrogallol. 
The tars derived from coniferous woods 
constitute the chief tars of commerce, 
and are particularly rich in terpenes, con- 
tain considerab.e quantities of rosin and 
have a much greater commercial value 
than those derived from hard woods. By 


far the greater part of the tar derived 
from hardwood distillation is burned un- 
der the rectorts.

The crude or raw tar may be handled 
in several ways. It may be burned under 
the retorts, sold as crude tar or subjected 
to fractional distillation for the isolation 
of its several constituents. To effect this 
the tar is placed in a suitable still and 
heated. When mixtures of volatile liquids 
are heated sufficiently high the distillate 
does not, as a rule, have the composition 
of the mixture in the still, but the vari- 
ous constituents pass over in a more or 
less pure form between certain definite 


temperatures, This method of sep- 
arating the product in the still 
into its various components is 
known as fractional distillation, 


each portion as it distills or passes over 
being received separately from the other 
portions and called a fraction. Figure 
14 shows graphically what products are 
derived from the destructive distillation 
of wood, and the subsequent separation 
of these products by fractional distilla- 
tion. In the distillation of tar, iron stills 
are employed and the first fraction or 
portion obtained consists of acetic acid 
and alcohol mixed with some of the 
light oils. The light oils distill below 150 
deg. C. and have a specific gravity of 
from 0.966 to 1.000; the heavy oils distill 
above 150 deg. C., have a specific gravity 
of from 1.014 to 1.021, and contain creosote, 
toluene, and paraffin bodies. The pitch, 
which constitutes from 50 to 65 per cent. 
of the material, remains in the retort 
when the distillation is complete. 
These several fractions, or portions, 
may be further purified, acetate of lime 
and alcohol being recovered from the 
first fraction, while the oily distillates 
are neutralized with milk of lime and re- 
distilled. The light oils distilling below 
150 deg. C. are used as solvents and for 
varnish making, while those distilling at 
150 deg. to 250 deg. C. are treated several 
times with alkali (boiling the alkaline 
solution in the air to oxidize impurities) 
and acid alternately and redistilled. The 
distillate obtained at from 200 deg. to 260 
deg. C. is commercial wood creosote, 
which has a yellow or brownish color 
and a smoky aromatic persistent odor 
different from that of carbolic acid. This 
is agitated with strong soda, the aqueous 
layer drawn off is rejected, the remain- 
ing oil is mixed with sulphuric acid and 
allowed to stand until creosote oil sep- 
arates, when this is driven off with steam 
and redistilled finally from glass retorts. 
The creosote obtained boils between 206 
deg. and 220 deg. C. and has a specific 
gravity of from 1.030 to 1.080. It con- 
tains from 50 to 6 per cent. of guaiacol 


(C;H;,0O.OH) and creosote (CsH,O.OH), 
and small quantities of other higher 
phenols. This product is a_ powerful 


antiseptic and is used as a disinfectant 
and preservative, The oils distilling 
above 250 deg. C. are used for burning. 

Stockholm tar and pine tar or pitch, 
made by distilling pitch pine or other 
coniferous woods in heaps covered with 
earth (see fig 2), differ in composition 
from hard-weod and from pine-wood tar 
made in retorts and are regarded as more 
valuable. They are used for tarring 
ropes, calking ships, making soaps, for 
timber preservation, pitching barrels, and 
in preparing medicine. 


WOOD OIL. 


When a crude aqueous distillate (see 
p. 32) is first distilled in order to separate 
acids, alcohol, and acetone from the tar, 
some of the lighter oils which are pres- 
ent distill with the acid and alcohol, and 
finally remain in the alcohol still, or, if 
distillation is carried further, they pass 
over in the last stages and separate as an 
oily layer. This oil may be again distilled 
to recover any alcohol it contains, leav 
ing the light wood oil, which is very in- 
flammable and for which no profitable 
use other than burning has been revised 


ADDITIONAL OILS OBTAINED FROM RES 
INOUS WOODS. 


Resinous woods are distinguished from 
hardwoods in yielding a much larger per- 
centage of oils when distilled. Some of 
these oils exist naturally in the wood, 
while others are derived from the break- 
ing up of natural resins. When wood is 
gradually heated as in destructive dis- 
tillation, and the temperature in the re- 
tort rises above 100 deg. C., these oils 
mixed with water begin to pass over or 
distill, and continue with rising tempera- 
ture until the distillation of the wood 
is complete. The oil passing from the re- 
tort at any moment may be different from 
that which passed previously and from 
that which follows it, so that in practice 
the distillate is a mixture of compounds 
having closely related chemical and phy- 
sical properties, and this mixture increas- 
es in density and the boiling point rises 
with the temperature in the retort. Be- 
low the temperature of 250 deg. C. the 
oils are almost colorless, and there is but 
little if any breaking up of the natural 
resins, those that have distilled being 
naturally in the wood. When, however, 
the temperature in the retort rises above 
200 deg. C., the wood substance begins to 
char, giving to the products their cnar- 
acteristic smoky odor. Consequently, inh 
order to obtain a turpentine free from 
this odor the temperature of the retort 
must not rise above 200 deg. C. until the 
turpentine is completely distilled. At ap- 
proximately 250 deg. C. or above the light- 
er resins begin to break up, yielding oils 
which boil at from 97 deg. ‘to 250 deg. C, 
When the temperature in the retort rises 
above 300 deg. C the heavy resins or rosin 
breaks up, yielding 3 to 7 per cent. of 
light oils, known commercially as “rosin 
spirits” or “pinoline.” boiling at from 97 
deg. to 250 deg. C., 75 to & per cent. of 
heavy oils, boiling at from 25v deg. to 450 
deg. C., known as “rosin oils,” and water 
containing about 1 per cent. of acetic 
acid. The oils distilling above 200 deg. C, 
are contaminated by products derived 
from the breaking up of the wood sub- 
stance, and these products mask especial- 
ly the odor of the oils specified so that 
they do not have the characteristic - -sin- 
oil odor. By proper methods —, treat- 
ment and fractional distiution oils of 
different physical and chemical properties 
may be obtained, and a number of such 
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oils are on the market under various 
trade names. Some of these oils have not 
yet found a regular sale, however, owing 
to the tact that their composition is not 
definitely known. 

WOOD TURPENTINE. 

This product when properly made and 
refined has a specific gravity of from 0.860 
to 0.880 at 20 deg. C., though the first run- 
nings from the still may have a lower 





wood turpentine was first placed upon the 
market it was very irregular in composi- 
tion, owing to the fact that but little was 
known of its nature and producers were 
unacquainted with the proper methods 
of refining. As has been stated, turpen- 
tine as commercially produced is not a 
definite compound, but a mixture of close- 
ly related terpenes, and consequently it 
differs from moment to moment while 
distillation is taking place and its distill-

ity of this product. In a few instances 
the gravity rot the distillate is taken as 
the turpentine passes from the condens- 
ers, and if the hydrometer is carefully 
watched and the specific gravity is not 
allowed to rise above 0.875, the resulting 
turpentine is fairly uniform and satis- 
factory. As a rule, however, the close 
of the turpentine distillation is deter- 
mined by the appearance of the oil, the 
formation of beads or foam on the sur- 
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face indicating that heavier oils are be- 
ginning to distill. As this point is usual- 
ly not carefully watched, the result is 
that the product of a plant differs from 
to day in color, odor, and specific gravity, 
and its market value is lowered accord- 
ingly. 

Although considerable improvement has 
been made, wood turpentine still varies 
greatly in composition, much to tis detri- 
ment commercially. That produced by 
steam distillation has, in well-refined tur- 
pentines containing but a small amount 
of heavy oils, a pleasant, fresh pine odor 
and but little color, while the heavier por- 
tions of the steam-distilled oils have a 
more penetrating and lasting odor, some- 
what resembling that of camphor, and 
the more of these heavy oils the turpen- 
tine contains the stronger its odor and 
the more it differs from gum turpentine in 
all its properties. Turpentine produced 
by destructive distillation has a pungent, 
smoky odor, which the most careful re- 
fining will not entirely eliminate, and is 
usually more highly colored than the 
steam-distilled product, 

The general character of the turpen- 
tine is determined largely, therefore, by 
the method of production, but it is fur- 
ther modified by the care with which it is 
refined. Every precaution should be taken 
to insure that the temperature does not 
rise sufficiently high to drive over the 
heavy oils. If the refining still is heated 
directly with fire, a thermometer may be 
placed in the liquid and the heat so reg- 
ulated that its temperature does not rise 
above 220 deg. C.; or, if the still is prop- 
erly constructed, the product may be 
controlled by taking the specific gravity 
of the distilled and cooled turpentine with 
an accurate hydrometer. p 

If the crude turpentine is steam refined 
by passing a current of live steam 
through it, water and turpentine distill 
together at from 97 deg. to 99 deg. C., 
and after the lighter portions of the 
crude oils have distilled, heavier oils, 
which are always present in crude steam- 
distilled turpentine (owing to the fact 
that these oils distill below 100 deg. C, 
when mixed with water), are also carried 
over, and these, in proportion to the 
quantity present, seriously affect the spe- 
cific gravity, drying properties, and odor 
of the refined products. It is of the ut- 
most importance, therefore, that toward 
the close of the distillation the specific 
gravity be carefully noted, using an ac- 
curate hydrometer, and when the gravity 
of the last portions distilling has risen to 











0.875 the distillate should no longer be 
collected as turpentine, 
By whatever method it is refined, the 


redistilled turpentine should be stored in 
a reservoir into which a large quantity 
is run, and from which it is barreled from 
time to time. With these precautions, the 
turpentine will be uniform in _ specific 
gravity, color, odor, flash point, and dry- 
ing properties, and will agree closely in 
many of the physical tests with gum 
spirits, from which it will differ more or 
less in odor and color, according to the 
method of production. 


FINE OILS. 


In_ redistilling, below the temperature 
of 250 deg. C. in the retort, the crude 
oils obtained in the distillation of resin- 
ous woods, there is no sharp distinction 
in properties or composition to be drawn 
drawn between the oils obtained. Thus 
the oils that pass above 18 deg. C. differ 
from the last fraction of turpentine but 
little; indeed, there is no clear-cut dis- 
tinction in these oils until rosin begins to 
break up into rosin spirits and rosin 
oils. For convenience, therefore, ail 
these oils distilling above turpentine 
(18 deg.) and below the temperature 
at which rosin “breaks up" may be 
classified as pine oils, and they may be 
further fractionated into a number of 
portions or fractions. These oils are suit- 
able for use in making varnishes, soaps, 
disinfectants, paints, inks, etc. 

When, in the distillation of resinous 
woods, the temperature rises above 250 
degrees C., not only is the wood attacked, 
but the resins in the wood also begin to 
break up, so that, with the acids, alcohols, 
ketones, oils, etc., formed from the wood, 
rosin spirits and rosin oils are formed 
from the rosin, and, if the latter are al- 
lowed to mix with the turpentine driven 
off at lower temperatures (which is al- 
ways the case in straight destructive dis- 
tillation), it is impossible to separate them 
perfectly from the turpentine in subse- 
quent refining, because of the low boiling 
point of the rosin spirits. For this reason 
the odor of destructively distilled turpen- 
tine differs from gum spirits or steam- 
distilled wood turpentine and closely re- 
sembles that of rosin spirits. 


ROSIN SPIRITS. 


This product has a specific gravity 
ranging from 0.856 to 0.883 and a boiling 
point varying from 80 degrees to 250 de- 
grees C. It has a peculiar odor, and, with 
the exception of wood turpentine, is the 
best substitute known for gum turpen- 
tine, being much used in the manufacture 
of the cheaper grades of varnish and as 
an illuminant. It contains as a character- 
istic constitutent heptine (C;Hy.), which 
boils at 103 degrees to 104 degrees C., has 
a specific gravity of 0.8031 at 20 degrees C., 
and absorbs oxygen readily. 


ROSIN OILS. 


Crude rosin oils have specific gravities 
varying from 0.960 to 1.0, while the refined 
oils vary from 0.960 to 0.990 and boil at 
from 300 degrees to 400 degrees C. They 
are largely used in the preparation of axle 
grease and other low-grade lubricants: 
also in the manufacture of printing inks, 
leather dressing, and cement, and as an 
adulterant for other oils. 


TAR OILS. 


The tar oils are obtained by distilling 
tar, and have many properties in common 
with rosin spirits and rosin oils. Those 
boiling at from 97 degrees to 240 degrees C. 
closely resemble rosin spirits, while those 


boiling above 240 degrees C. contain 
phenol, creosote, rosin oils, ete., and, when 
freed from naphthalene and anthracene

Arabic 
sorts have advanced slightly for am- 
ber. Golden seal is maintained with 
decided firmness, steady sales at ad- 
vancing prices having been made. Ger- 
man dandelion is lower. Among the 
seeds star anise and caraway are 
easier, but Italian anise and German 
rape are firmer.

The primary situation 
is considered a stimulating factor, as 
a yield of 1,800 cases, which is now ac- 
cepted as a conservative estimate, rep- 
resents nearly one-quarter of the aver- 
age annual consumption.

ACID, CITRIC.—Makers have an- 


nounced a decline of 2c., establishing 
quotations at 50@50%c., as to style of 
package. The move was not generally 
expected, as manufacturers were sup- 







































posed to experience trouble in meeting 
their requirements of the raw material, 
and were not inclined to enter new con- 
tracts of the finished product. At this 
season, however, the demand usually 
shows an abatement, but another rea- 
son has geen suggested for the reduc- 
tion in the succecssful competition of 
the imported commodity. 

ALCOHOL.—The market for grain 
and molasses has again responded to 
the higher level of spirits in the West 
and quotations are now on the basis of 
$2.59@2.61 for grain, and $2.57@2.59 for 
molasses, as to terms. The demand has 
been active at the advancing tendency 
and it is difficult to keep the market 
in adequate supply. The removal of 
some of the “red tape” formalities sur- 
rounding the sale of denatured since 
the first of the month has stimulated 
the consuming movement in conse- 
quence of which the market reflects a 
firmer tone. 

ANTIMONY.—Values for powdered 
needle manifest a firmer tendency in 
sympathy with a corresponding course 
of the ore abroad, as noted in late 
cable advices, and in one local quarter 
where 7%c. was acceptable last week 
nothing is now offered below 8%c., but 
this can probably be shaded at this 
writing. 

BALM OF GILEAD BUDS.—The 
market has receded from the high level 
noted last week and 37c. is acceptable 
in some quarters. This figure is still 
considerably in excess of a normal 
basis, decided firmness being occasioned 
by the shortage here and in the 
producing districts and the prevalence 
of good consuming inquiries. 

BORAX.—Conditions have undergone 
no appreciable change since our last 
report. The attempt of a powerful do- 
mestic concern to master completely 
the situation both here and abroad may 
not lead to any further price cutting 
in the near future, but other develop- 
ments of the contest are awaited with 
keen interest. The domestic producers 
seem to be meeting the lower basis 
lately in effect, but the field of the im- 
ported article in this country is un- 
doubtedly shut off except as indicated 
last week, where it is intended for con- 
sumption in products designed for ex- 
port, in which event practically the en- 
tire duty of 5c. on borax is refunded. 

CANTHARIDES.—New whole Rus- 
sian flies are offered for shipment at 
73%c., with the spot basis for old at 
75@80c. Chinese whole are rather easy 
at 50@55c. Quotations for powdered 
seem steady at 60@65c. for Chinese, and 
at 85@90c. for Russian. 

CARNAUBA WAX. — Trading has 
shown no appreciable improvement, 
and the market retains an easy ten- 
dency, with further changes in sellers’ 
favor at 38c. for No. 2 and 34c, for 
chalky No. 3. North Country remains 
fairly steady under limited stocks at 
37@338c. 

COCAINE.—The further restriction 
upon the sale by the enactment of the 
anti-cocoaine law in this State since 
September 1 has intensified competi- 
tion, with the result of a further de- 


cline of 10c., bringing the market to 
$2.10 for bulk, $2.15 in 1-oz. vials, 
$2.20 in %-oz. vials, $2.25 in quarters 


and $2.35 in eighths in lots of 25 ounces 
or more, with the usual premium of 
20c. for smaller quantities. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Boxes have re- 
sponded further to the influence of the 
high level of bulk goods and the re- 
vised range is 51@54c., as to brand and 
holder.

The prospects were 
considered favorable for higher prices 
on more active buying, although ex- 
treme views were discouraged owing to 
the stringency of the money market. 
On spot llc. has been the reported basis 
of sales, but the 10%c, quotation has 
not been withdrawn. 


Beans. 


Continued activity is a feature of the 
market for vanilla beans, the cheaper 
offerings of Mexicans and Bourbons be- 
ing especially wanted. Dealers express 
surprise that consuming requirements 
should be of such sustained proportions, 
and in one quarter it was stated that 
sales so far this year had established 
record for fifteen years. Bourbons are 
especially susceptible to strengthening 
conditions, and while $2.65 may be re- 
peated as an inside quotation, it ap- 
plies to restricted offers of ordinary 
quality. One of the leading operators 
here states that a lot of Bourbons se- 
cured in Europe was sold after two 
days’ holding at an attractive premium 
that was above the parity of this mar- 
ket. The same dealer reports that dur- 
ing ten days of the current and pre- 
vious weeks his sales of Mexican beans 
have averaged more than 1,000 pounds 
a day. The following table shows the

For a good distilling grade of cubebs 
it is maintained that 138%@ld4c. is war- 
ranted, the market being short of goods 
answering this description. For the 
ordinary quality suitable for jobbing 
purposes there are sellers at 1ll%%c., 
competition being especially /Jkeen. 
Juniper berries are still offered at 3%c., 
but some holders continue to maintain 
3% @4c. 

Essential Oils. 

Little of noteworthy interest has de- 
veloped in the Messina oils during the 
week, but the market shows no relaxa- 
tion of firmness. Lemon vil would 
seem to warrant the strongest views, 
as we are advised that difficulty is still 
experienced in having recent importa- 
tions passed by the customs authori- 
ties, presumably on the question of 
quality. Quotations in the lecal trade, 
however, are more or less irregular, 
covering the general range of $2@2.25, 
as to brand and holder. 

Local dealers profess to be very much 
in dark on the peppermint situation in 
the country, and are inclined to follow 
the same conservative tactics. The re- 
serve of distillers is broken by an occa- 
sional report from the West, the gen- 
eral purport of which is indicated by 
the following communication to the Re- 
porter from a Michigan source: 

From all the information we can gather the 
peppermint oil crop will be less than last year. 
At present much new mint (last spring plant- 





ing) is not distilled, and the heavy rains of 
the past few days are causing a big shrink- 
age in the yield; that will tend to further 


shorten the crop thousands of pounds. 


Other advices were to the effect that 
the yield in Allegan and Van Buren 
counties, the most prolific fields in 
Michigan, was turning out considerably 
below expectations, the average from 
the old mint not exceeding nine pounds 


to the acre in some sections. Wayne 
county, New York, we are advised, 
may not produce more than 20,000 


pounds, although the increased acreage 
this year gave promise of a crop of 
50,000 pounds or more. The average 
from the old mint is said to approxi- 
mate five pounds per acre, while that 
from the new plants would not exceed 
twenty pounds. A good movement has 
been reported here in case oil, chiefly 
for export, but the demand for bulk 
has been largely of a jobbing character, 


Flowers. 


The market for

A correspondent in one of the pri- 
mary markets abroad writes that the 
new crop of true Montana arnica 
flowers is much behind an average 
yield and many of the parcels received 
were moist and lost up to ten per 
cent. in transit. Collectors were re- 
ported to be withholding delivery, ask- 
ing up to llc. Little business had, 
therefore, been effected. On spot, gen- 
uine flowers are firm at 12@14c. 

Cutting tactics continue a feature of 
the market for American saffron, which 
are said to have been prompted to in- 
duce a more favorable buying basis 
for local account. Under this influence 
35c. is now current, although it is by no 
means a general quotation. 


Gums. 


With unabated keenness the competi- 
tion of American refiners of camphor 
is waged, and under its force values 
show a further yielding to 75@76c. A 
market which has declined steadily 
during the last three months offers 
little of encouraging comment, particu- 
larly as there seems to be_nothing in 
the crude situation abroad to suggest 
a turn. That portion of our previous 
report which expressed the views of 
dealers who hoped for the establish- 
ment of a fairly normal basis of 50@ 
60c., so that some degree of confidence 
might be restored, appears to have re- 
ceived a construction that was not in- 
tended. The statement was by no 
means meant as a forecast as to what 
the early future might bring, but was 
designed to convey the sentiment of 
many members of the local trade in 
favor of the realization of a condition 
that might terminate the depression. 
The declining course of the market for 
American refined has been associated 
with a drop of 70s. per cwt. in crude by 
the Japanese Government monopoly, a 
concession which, we are advised, was 
effected to a large extent through the 


instrumentality of American refiners. 
The latter are said to have availed 
themselves of little as yet of the 


cheaper supplies of crude, and maintain 
that the current basis for refined is dis- 
proportionate to the comparatively 
high cost of present holdings of crude. 
Government statistics show a material 
gain in imports of camphor during the 
seven months ending last July, more 
than double those of the corresponding 
period last year. The value of the 1907 
imports was nearly three times that 
of those for 1906, as is indicated by the

Drilling for Oil on Union Sulphur 
Property. 


Beaumont, Tex., Sept. 17, 1907. 


A shallow well has been drilled on the prop- 
erty of the Union Sulphur Company, near 
Sulphur, La., with the object of obtaining oil 
for lubricating purposes. The sand was found 
at a depth of about 400 feet. A pump is now 
being put on the well, and it is expected that 
it will yield a few barrels a day. The heavy 
oil which exists at the depth named has been 
found in many of the wells drilled for suiphur 
on the Union Sulphur property. The company 
uses a large quantity of fuel ofl, which it ob- 
tains from the Jennings field and the various 
Southeast Texas fields.

A test for sulphur has been completed at a

It is reported that 
the drill failed to disclose the existence of 
sulphur. A second test is now being put down, 
and it ie stated that eight more will be drilled. 
The Kerr land is owned by New Orleans peo- 
ple, who obtained it many years ago when 
the French company first tried to exploit the 
sulphur deposits now being worked by the 
Union company.

TRADE ITEMS 


Calvin Hotchkiss, president of the H. 
G. H. Essential Oil Co., of Lyons, N. 
Y., has been a visitor in the local 
trade during the last few days. The 
peppermint oil outlook in Wayne coun- 
ty, he states, is not encouraging, not 
more than 20,000 pounds being expected, 
while the increased average gave 
promise of 50,000@60,000 pounds. 

The announcement has been received 
that Edward Long has severed his as- 
sociation with W. J. Bush & Co. as 
sales manager in this country with 
offices in New York. Mr, Long left the 
city several weeks ago for the West, 
expecting to return after Labor Day. 
He is located temporarily at 185 Hast 
Kinzie street, Chicago, and states that 
he will disclose his plans for the future 
within a few days. 

The Standard Varnish Company has 
acquired title to twelve acres of land 
at Chicago Heights, Ill., with an option 
on five acres more which may be added 
to the property already purchased with- 
in the next few months. They will 
erect a varnish plant which promises 
to be one of the largest in the world. 
The first excavating on the new site 
of the company’s buildings will be on 
October 15, and the work is expected 
to be finished within sixty days, that 
part of the manufacturing may be car- 
ried on there before December. 


Information has been received at St 
Louis that Gibson & Veatch, oil opera- 
tors in the Lawrence county, IIL, field, 
have sold their large interests to the 
Indiana Independent Company, of 
Georgetown, Ky., the price being re- 
ported at $350,000. The capital stock of 
the Kentucky company is owned chiefly 
by the Armours, John W. Gates, George 
B. Swift and other well known capital- 
ists. The Kentucky concern will es- 
tablish a loading station at Lawrence- 
ville and pipe line connections with the 
wells within the next thirty days. 


The dyes and oils from manufactur- 
ing plants in Pennsylvania along the 
Brandywine are declared by the resi- 
dents of Wilmington, Del., to be not 
only a menace to life, but also a great 
detriment to the successful operation of 
manufacturing plants along the same 
streams which have great trouble in 
getting clear water from the stream 
polluted by the plants further up. 
Backed by the Wilmington authorities, 
the owners of these plants have taken 
the matter up with manufacturers of 
Coatesville, West Chester and Down- 
ingtown and an amicable arrangement 
is looked for.

local situation in the meantime will be 
unrelieved, giving support to predic- 
tions of higher prices. Yellow is now 
quoted 72@77c. or 2 points higher than 
last week, practically all late shipments 
being case goods for table use. No 
noteworthy consignments of foots have 
been received during the past week 
that we can learn of. A price of 6c. is 
asked where they are obtainable. 

PEANUT.—Trade of a tame charac- 
ter continues, the week having de- 
veloped no features of interest in this 
article. Forward requirements appear 
least of all to concern buyers, deliv- 
eries of moderate quantities for pres- 
ent needs constituting the bulk of trad- 
ing. White is obtainable on the former 
basis of 75@80c., with yellow quoted at 
65@70c. 

RAPESEED.—Producers of this oil 
claim an improvement over preceding 
weeks, import consignments to local 
dealers having materially increased of 
late and improved inquiry revealing 
closer attention on the part of con- 
sumers. The outlook is fairly good for 
a seasonable increase at the firm prices 
now ruling. Burning oil is quoted at 
82@85c. Blown at 80@82c. and refined 
at 80c., are said to be acceptable bids. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 


COD.—Reports from fishing centers 
continue to be of the same pessimistic 
nature. Labrador catches are re- 
corded as particularly discouraging, 
though balm is applied by reports from 
other points, Halifax contributing its 
full share toward a satisfactory sum 
total. The local market remains un- 
disturbed at prevailing high prices, the 
demand easing off. Until more reas- 
suring news is reached regarding the 
situation prices will doubtless have an 
upward tendency. Newfoundland is 
quoted as last listed at 40@42c. and do- 
mestic prime, 36@38c. 

LARD.—Business has not increased 
materially, though the off grades are 
attracting light buying in some quar- 
ters. Prime prices continue to restrict 
trade in this channel, consumers avoid- 
ing this grade wherever the offs can be 
utilized. The sales reported were at the 
same figures last named, being delivered 
on the basis of 74@77c., and for extra 
prime winter, 71@74c. for prime. Extra 
No. 1 is unchanged at 54@57c. and No. 
1 at 50@53c. 

NEATSFOOT.—No revival of interest 
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is evident from the week's trading, de- 
liveries running in small figures at all 
distributing points. The seasonable 
quiet, however, seems to result in no 
casier prices. the old quotations main- 
taining their firmness as_ previously 
given at 95@97c. for 20-degree cold test, 
86@88c. for 30 degrees and 6769c. for 40 
degrees. 

MENHADEN.—The information at 
hand throws no light on the situation, 
though there is manifested to a wider 
extent confidence in better fishing re- 
sults than reports generally indicate. 
The definite information is yet another 
month off, however, and until then con- 
sumers will doubtles have to listen to 
discouraging news regarding the lean 
catch. Prices in a number of cases are 
quoted higher than last quotations by 
two to three points, 38@40c. being 
nemed. Others are still willing to quote 
35@36e. 

SPERM.—The most interesting news 
of the week comes in a report from St. 
Michaels, where six of the seven ships 
comprising the Atlantic fleet are dis- 
charging their cargoes for shipment to 
New Bedford. The Schooner Fred- 
erick Roesser is now loading the 2,715 
bbls. comprising the season’s catch for 
the trip south. This shipment, together 
with the 1,550 bbls. of sperm in store 
at the receiving port, will bring the 
available supply at that point to 4,265 
bbls.

The demand in some branches of the 
chemical market has shown improve- 
ment, and, although additional orders 
for new business are still backward, 
there are at least a fair amount of new 
inquiries pending, while actual business 
in moderate quantities has aggregated 
a very satisfactory volume. A review 
of the general situation for the past 
week discloses some important develop- 
ments. Manufacturers have advanced 
the price of acetic acid. A trade war 
between the large brimstone interests 
of this country and Italy has been de- 
clared. The unsettled condition of the 
metals lead and tin has influenced a re- 
duction in the price of nitrate of lead 
and tin oxide. The reduction in the 
price of copper has been instrumental 
in curtailing the consumption of blue 
vitriol. Carbonate of potash has ruled 
a trifle easier on spot, owing to more 
liberal supplies. A detailed report of 
the other principal chemicals is in- 
dicated below, also the London and 
Antwerp chemical markets, 


Heavy Chemicals, 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Aside 
from deliveries on regular contracts, 
there has been little in the way of ac- 
tivity to note. Business so far this 
year has been satisfactory to manufac- 
turers, and shipments are said to be 
10 per cent, more than the correspond- 
ing period last year. Values are un- 
changed at 1.30c. for bulk, 1.50c. for 
kegs, f. 0. b. works, and the usual ad- 
vance of .20c. all around delivered 
in this section, less the usual discount 
terms. pid 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Quiet con- 
ditions continue to dominate this mar- 
ket. Additional orders for delivery 
over this and next year have been com- 
paratively light, and consumers show 
little disposition to anticipate forward 
requirements. Spot is held at 1.30c., 
while car lots are quoted at 1.25c. and 
up for standard makes, according to 
seller and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Shipments have 
been finding their usual consuming out- 
lets, and the distribution is said to be 
of satisfactory proportions. There have 
been no new developments to affect the 
position of the market and no price 
changes to occasion new interest, 
Values are steady on the basis of 1.75@ 
1.80c. and .10c. higher for 60 per cent. 
f. o. b. works, as to quantity and terms 
of sale. Powdered has been selling in a 
routine way at 25%@8c., as to. test, 
quantity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—The glass makers 
have started drawing on their con- 
tracts, and the prospects of an active 
movement in this direction in the near 
future are assured. Values are un- 
changed at .40@.42c., according to 
quantity and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—Although business has 
been rather quiet there has been no 
relaxation in the stability of the mar- 
ket. Supplies are not excessive and 
values are well sustained at .70c. and 
up f. o. b., less the usual discount 
terms. Sales of concentrated have been 
made on the basis of 1%c. and up, ac- 
cording to quantity, seller and terms of 
sale. 

SODA ASH.—Manufacturing consum- 
ers are beginning to take up their de- 
liveries more freely, and business dur- 
ing the week has shown more anima- 
tion than for some time. New orders 
cannot be called liberal, but there has 
been an improvement along this line. 
Values are unchanged at .90@.95c. for 
48 per cent. f. o. b. works, as to quan- 
tity and terms of sale. For high test 
.82@.87%ec. is quoted, as to test, quan- 
tity and seller. 

Acids. 


ACETIC.—The value of this com- 
modity has shown a material increase 
since our last report. Various reasons 
have been offered for the higher prices, 
and there have even been rumors of a 
mutual agreement between manufac- 
turers to advance the price systematic- 
ally. The higher prices of crude ma- 
terials is a favorite expression in de- 
fining an advance, and in this case the 
continued high price of acetate of lime 
and other materials used in producing 
acetic acid is the reason given by most 
producers. In reviewing the market for 
the past year it will be found that 
acetate of lime was advanced last 
January, while the price of acetic acid 
was reduced last February, rather a 
peculiar incident when compared to the 
present situation. The consuming de- 
mand at present is excellent, and re- 
cent heavy withdrawals on contracts 
have put a crimp in available supplies, 
so that additional offerings have been 
comparatively light for prompt ship- 
ment. In considering the cause for the 
recent advance, however, there is prob- 
ably more “truth than poetry” regard- 
ing the agreement of manufacturers to 
mark up values. Spot is held at 2.60@ 
3\4c., as to quantity and seller. 

MURIATIC.—Recent inquiries have 
resulted in the placing of fairly heavy 
orders both for foreign and domestic 
consumption. Second hands have been 
busy supplying jobbing requirements, 
and routine business has been of very 
satisfactory proportions. Values are 


steady at 1.10c. and up, as to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

NITRIC.—The market for spot re- 
mains steady under a fair demand, The 
Situation continues to present a season- 
able appearance, with quotations firmly 
held by leading producers. Values are 
unchanged at 44c. and up, as to quan- 
tity and seller. 

OXALIC.—There has been little or 
no new feature in our review of this 
commodity during the past week. Busi- 
ness has been more or less routine in 
character and confined to small spot 
jobbing parcels. Sales are reported at 
84@8lec., according to quantity, brand 
and seller. 

TARTARIC.—The market presents a 
firm appearance under an active de- 
mand. The absence of rain at primary 
producing points is said to have in- 
jured the new crop, although details 
regarding the extent of injury have 
not been received. Values are firmly 
sustained on the basis of 28%@29\%c. 
for crystals and 29@29'%c. for powdered, 
according to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

SULPHURIC.—Consumers have been 
drawing more freely on their contracts, 
and available supplies are being readily 
absorbed. Inquiries both for foreign 
and domestic consumption have been 
liberal and manufacturers are looking 
for the continuance of an active, steady 
market, Values are firm on the basis 
of le. and up for 66 degrees and $12 
per ton and up for bulk 50 degrees, as 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale, 


Miscellaneous, 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The move- 
ment into consuming channels has 
shown material improvement, and bugi- 
ness generally has been very satis- 
factory. At one time during the early 
Summer accumulations existed at vari- 
ous supply centers and it was necessary 
to curtail production to prevent these 
accumulations from becoming serious. 
The increased demand for acetic acid, 
however, has stimulated trade in acet- 
ate of lime, and all signs of accumula- 
tions have disappeared. Spot during the 
past week has been offered sparingly, 
and the market has reflected a very 
firm tone. Sales have been made on the 
basis of 1.60@1.65c. for brown and 2.50@ 
2.55c. for gray, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

ALUM.—No important developments 
have materialized in this commodity 
since our last report. The movement 
to manufacturing consumers continues 
of good average volume, but additional 
orders have been small and more or 
less routine in character. Sales have 
been made on the basis of 1.75@1.80c. 
for lump, 1,85@1.90c. for ground, and 
powdered at 3c. and upward, according 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale, 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Trade conditions 
are generally quiet with the movement 
contined chiefly to deliveries on out- 
Standing contracts. Supplies are not 
excessive, but are ample to cover the 
prevailing demand. Values continue 
unchanged on the basis of 4%c. for 
drums, 5%c. for carboys in car lots, and 
the usual advance for less quantities,

ARSENIC.—The same 
tions dominate the spot market as 
noted in our previous reports. Con- 
sumers have assumed an indifferent at- 
titude, and business has been chiefly 
of a hand-to-mouth character.

BRIMSTONE.—The impending trade 
war which we predicted in our previous 
reports has finally been declared, and 
prices for domestic have been cut to 
$19.50@20.00 a ton. In leading quarters 
it was stated that 1,400 tons have ar- 
rived from Sicily that was booked at 
the equivalent of $19.87%. Late advices

Since the use of Super- 
phosphates in agriculture was introduced 
in Italy, the production from the marshy 


lands of Lombardy, which was already 
considerable, has increased by one-fifth 
to one-fourth. Results no less advan- 


tageous have been obtained in the culti- 
vation of cereais, fruit and vegetables. 
In 1861 there was no factory for arti- 
ficial manures in Italy. The waste from 
the bone button factories was exported to 
France, its fertilizing power being un- 
known in Italy then, The makers of 
gelatine also found it difficult to dispose 
of the bones from which it had been re- 
moved, and it was only in 1868 that a Mi- 
lanese firm started the making of super- 
phosphates from bones at Treviglio, but 
it was not till three years afterwards 
that they began to export it. Subse- 
quently other factories arose for treating 
bones with sulphuric acid; then mineral 
superphosphates were made by using 
phosphorites from Spain, phosphates from 
France, clay from Belgium and American 
phosphorites. In 1859 it was estimated 
that the production of superphosphates in 
Italy was 1,000,000 quintals, )distributed 
among fifty factories, whereof fifteen 
were equipped with appliances for mak- 
ing sulphuric acid. Extensions to old fac- 
tories and capabilities of new ones have 
raised the production to 5,500,000 quintals. 
Of these some 5,000,000 quintals have come 
from mineral phosphates and about 500,000 


quintals from bones. There are at pres- 
ent 69 factories of superphosphates 
working with their own sulphuric acid 


and nine with acids purchased from other 


establishments. Some of these ‘works 
have an annual output of from 35,000 te 
40,000 quintals, while others exceed 800,000 
quintals.

Alcohol in France. 
FARMERS AS DISTILLERS UTILIZE RESI- 
DUE OF CROPS AT A PROFIT. 


Consul-General R. P. Skinner, of Mar- 
seilles, states that the French farmer has 
had a long experience as a distiller of 
alcohol, and, true to his national instinct 
has discovered sources of profit in ma- 
terial which in other countries would go 
to waste, concerning which he writes:— 

“As a manufacturer this experience has 
taught him to confine his labors to dam- 
aged crops or residue and to send his 
best potatoes, wine and grain to market 
for what they will command, The im- 
portance of the still an agricultural 
accessory is especially striking in the 
south of France, where the chief crop, 
and often the only crop, is that of wine 
3ut even in the south, where for several 
years the price of wine has been ruin- 
ously low. the farmer has every advant- 
age in selling his wine if it be sound and

good. It seems to me to be highly de- 
sirable that our American farmers, now 
considering this subject as a _ practical 
question, proceed under no illusion that 
first-class crops can be converted into 
alcohol in small domestic stills on a

terials an ineome is’ obtained from 
products that could be employed other- 
wise only as fertilizers.

ALCOHOL DISTILLED CHIEFLY FROM 
BEETS 

Upon this subject I have received the 
following letter from Deroy Fils Aine, one 
of the principal manufacturers of dis- 
tilling apparatus in this country: 

I regret to be unable to furnish you, in reply 
to your inquiries, with a calculation as to the 
comparative yield in money to a farmer aris 
ing from the sale of a ton of potatoes direct 
and from the product of a ton of potatoes con 
verted into aleohol In France we are not 
informed exactly as regards potatoes, because 





it suffices for us to know that the cost of po- 
tato alcohol is materially higher than alcohol 
produced from beets. For this reason you 
might say that the beet is the sole source of 
production of industrial alcohol in France, I 
mention merely as a memorandum that there 
are some grain distilleries, which are in re- 
ality merely yeast manufactories, whereof the 
alcohol is in reality a by-product. Formerly 
there was a more important distillation of 
grain, but the prevailing tariff taxes on grain 
have stopped that method of production If 
our grain duties were removed or reduced we 
would have recourse to the manufacture of 
grain alcohol rather than that of potatoes, be 
cause, even in Germany, where great quanti- 
ties of potatoes are distilled, the business is 
possible only in the case of small agricultural 
distilleries, which are favored by a premium 
or bounty of special character.

There are two classes of small distillers 
in this country—farmers who work up 
their own wine and cider, grape, apple, or 


pear cake, and traveiing distillers, who 
go from place to place working up raw 
material either at an agreed price or for 
their own account, As a rule, in the 
immediate vicinity of Marseilles, farmers 
employ these itinerant distillers, who 


come with their portable stills and make 
aleohol for from 5 to 10 cents a liter (1.05 
quarts) according to the degree, usually 
about 70. The product must be rectified 
and brought up to 86 degrees, the actual 
price of which is $9.26 per 100 liters (26.41 
gallons). The margin of possible profit 
is really not great, the wholesale price 
being held in check by the high consump- 
tion tax of $55 per 100 liters (26.41 gallons). 


THE LOWEST PRICE STILL. 


The still of lowest cost 
by a first-class French 
within my knowledge, consists of an 
alembic, a sheet-iron furnace, and acces- 
sories, quoted at $30.88. This combination 
has a boiler capacity of 10 liters (2.64 gal-

1,000 liters (264.17 gallons) capacity, selling 
for $604. 

While nearly every product of the farm 
can be and is distilled for special pur- 
poses, the French farmer is chiefly inter- 


eseed, as before stated, in the utilization 
of the residue resulting from wine and 
cider manufacture, and in the south, of 


flowers and aromatic plants, It is quite 
a common occurence in the Alps to pass 
farm houses where the crops having been 


gathered the farmer and his sons are 
forking fragrant lavender, like so much 
hay, into a huge caldron from which it 
will issue in the form of essence. The 
ordinary raw material, which every wine 
and cider grower is certain to have, is a 
“mare” or fruit cake, which can be dis- 
tilled as it comes from the press, but is 
better used after fermentation is com- 


plete. It should be stored in vats, casks, 
or silos in such manner as to prevent con- 


tact with the air, which is very preju- 
dicial when it occasions secondary fer- 
mentation. If proper precautions are 


taken the “‘marec” can be kept for several 
months to the advantage of the alcohol, 
thus enabling the farmer to proceed with 
the distillation when his ordinary farm 
labors are over Finally, as all grapé 
residues contain bitartrate of potash, this 
also may be saved after the process of 
distillation, by withdrawing the liquid in 
tubs or casks in which branches have 
been placed, upon which the _ tartar 
crystallizes. As the liquid cools, the tar- 
tar adheres to these branches and the 
sides of the cask. The water is drained 
off when cold, and the tartar shaken from 
its place of deposit.

Production of Talc and Soapstone. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE UNITED 
STATES GEOGRAPHICAL SURVEY 


SHOWS IMPORTANT IN- 


CREASES DURING 1906. 


Washington, Sept. 20, 1907. 


An important increase in the production 
of tale and soapstone during 1906 is re- 
corded in the annual report of the United 
States Geological Survey, prepared by A. 
J. Collier. More than one-half the pro- 
duction of the year was of the fibrous 
variety of tale, and after being ground 
was used in the manufacture of paints, 
paper filling, wall plasters, etc. Follow- 
ms is an advance abstract of this re- 
port:— 

The total production of tale and soap- 
stone during 1906 amounted to 120,644 short 
tons, valued at $1,431,556, as compared with 
96,634 tons, valued at $1,082,062 in 1905, an 
increase of 24,100 tons in quantity and 
$349,494 in value, This increase is dis- 
tributed over nearly all the States of the 
Atlantic slope, North Carolina alone 
showing a decreased production. 

Nearly all the tale and _ soapstone 
quarries are operated or controlled by the 
manufacturers, and only a small part of 
the output is sold in the crude state. The 
production is classified in the following 
four goups: rough or crude, sawed into 
slabs, manufactured articles, and ground. 
The following table shows the produc- 
tion of 1906 classified according to the 
condition in which it was marketed, to- 
gether with the average value per ton:—

Tale and soapstone are found in nearly 
all the Atlantic slope States, and in many 
of them the deposits are so favorably lo- 
cated as regards transportation and mar- 
kets as to make their development profit- 
able, During the year 1906 such quarries 
were operated in Georgia, North Carolina, 
Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, New 
York, New Jersey, Rhode Island, Massa- 
chusetts and Vermont. New York, which 
formerly enjoyed the distinction of being 
the largest producer of tale in the United 
States, was this year succeeded by Vir- 
ginia, whose protect represents about 41 
per cent. of the total value.

The general advance so freely ex- 
ploited last week has not yet ma- 
terialized, though the firmness then 


ruling is still predominant. 
in the more important items such 


starch, dextrine, albumen and the tin 


by-products are in continued moderate 


demand considering the season. Sumac 
and garmbler, owing to scarcity in 
local stores and small arrivals due, are 
subjects of concern to consumers. The 
rumored manipulation of the coming 
crop on the first mentioned product by 
Italian speculative interests continues 
to circulate freely. Dealing in facts, 
however, at the local base of distribu- 
tion, the barren market and high prices 
are causing much anxiety among buy- 
ers. Gambier is also tightly held in 
view of the lean incoming supply due 
in October. Other items have devel- 
oped no new features, a_ seasonable 
demand on the former firm price basis 
being continuing unabated. 
ALBUMEN.—That the high prices of 
egg albumen now ruling are on a per- 
manent basis gains credence in view of 
the fact that since the application of 
the pure food and drug act to the im- 
portation of egg yokes the price has 
been sieadily maintained at figures on 


or about the same level as those now 
quoted, Prices when not advancing 
have at least been firmly maintained 
and at this writing have an upward 


tendency. The market this week pos- 
sesses a firmer tone and commands 
better prices at from one to two points 
in some quarters under fairly moderate 
inquiry and delivery. Orders are being 
filled at 60@70c., though our former 
price of 59c. would undoubtedly be ac- 
ceptable on larger lots. The higher 
views of dealers are based upon a re- 
view of conditions now prevailing at 
the various sources of supply. It is 
stated that formerly producers of this 
article, after utilizing the white of the 
egg in the manufacture of albumen, 
packed the yokes with the aid of pre- 
servatives and found a ready market 
for it on both the Continent and in the 
United States. The enactment of the 
pure food and drug act in this country, 
however, restricted the use of preserva- 
an extent that its sShip- 
ment to American consumers became 
practically prohibitive. Muropean coun- 
tries, while not so radical in the treat- 
ment of its importation, have restricted 
the movement to the degree that the 
action is alse keenly felt in those mar- 
kets. With the field for yokes so lim- 
ited and the demand for albumen in- 
creasing, the difference had to be made 
up by producers in another way, nat- 
urally resulting in higher prices on the 
dye product. Tanners continue to ab- 
sorb considerable of the yoke supply, 
but lemand from this quarter has been 
so far below the supply its effect has 
not been resultant in any easier prices. 
Blood is in a firm position, showing 
about the same number and size of de- 
liveries as the preceding week, business 
moving on the basis of 20@26c., accord- 
ing to buyer and quantity. 

ANILINE OILS AND SALTS.—The 
absence of fluctuation in this market 
leaves it devoid of feature regarding 
price. Deliveries, however, have grown 
to some extent in size and number, the 
movement being credited principally to 


tives to such 


contract demand. Oil is said to be 
available at last quoted figures of 
11%@11%ec., according to buyer, quan- 


tity and terms of sale, and has moved 
into consuming channels in fairly good 
proportions. Salt remains steady with- 
out special feature, being quoted in 
some quarters at 10%c., though 10c. is 
said to be acceptable for large consign- 
ments. 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—An increase is 
reported on number and size of sales, 


contracts in some instances being 
closed for 1908 delivery at slightly 
easier prices than those last named. 


Deliveries covering next year are said 
to have heen made at fractionally 
lower quotations on all grades. We 
have been quoted 75 per cent. at 19%c., 
for 65 per cent., 17%4c., and 14'4c. for 47 
per cent. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—A satisfac- 
tory response to recent easing off on 
prices is noticeable, trade displaying 
more activity with the lower figures 
granted hy producers. Lots of size are 
obtainable at the fractionally shaded 
figures of 10%@l11c. Deliveries are re- 
ported seasonably good and on the 
whole better than at any corresponding 
time in recent vears. 

BICHROMATFS. — Distributors are 
anxiously awaiting the new prices, 
producers as yet not having intimatéd 
when they may be expected. The un- 
certainty has naturally had a quieting 
effect on trade, consumers placing no 
larger orders than necessary for im- 
mediate reauirements, in hope that the 
new schedule will prove advantageous. 
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Holders in some instances are quoting 
8%@9c. for American potash, though 
slack trade makes it available at 8%c. 
in other quarters. Soda at 7%@7\%éc. is 
firm on the old basis. Imports of 
chromate and bichromate of potash 
into the United States have not as- 
Sumed as yet noteworthy proportions.

COCHINEAL.—An_ easier tendency 
has manifested itself in the shading of 
prices formerly quoted, and though no 
material reduction can be claimed the 
conceding of one to two points in vari- 
ous quarters reveals the effect of the 
slow movement so evident throughout 
the summer. Black, last quoted at 48% 
@53c., is now available at 45@47c. Gray 
black does no better than 46%c,. for 
small lots, while 44c. is quoted for 
larger deliveries. Silver is named at 
43446 Voc. 

DIVI-DIVI.—In the local market only 
one distributer seems well stocked, and 
he is unable to interest consumers at 
the prices now prevailing, which quota- 
tions appear reasonably low. One of 
the larger concerns recently acquiring 
a cargo expressed willingness to do 
business on a basis of $35@45 for large 
consignments, but has as yet heen un- 
The 


successful in attracting buyers. 
movement generally is reported light 
and the available short supplies well 


confined to two or three holders, 
CUTCH.—The quiet prevailing at for- 
eign points of shipment is reflected in 
the local situation. Imports have been 
comparatively light for the past seven 
days, which, in conjunction with the 
lack of interest by local purchasers, 
has left the market absolutely feature- 
less. To August 31 London had landed 
158 tons and delivered 146. The stocks 
reported for 1907, as compared to the 


preceding year to even date, appear 
nearly double. 
DEXTRINE.—The argument, as ad- 


vanced by dealers in corn dextrine, to 
the effect that the average crop of 
corn will not result in reducing prices 


on this product is based upon the finan- 
cial status of farmers to-day as com- 
pared with former years. They state 
that with the prosperity of agricul- 
turists generally during the past few 
years it is now unnecessary that they 
mortgage their crops to obtain money 
for harvesting purposes, making them 
practically independent. This condition 
fhey claim will do as much to maintain 
prices as a short crop. Locally the 
movement continues rather light on the 


former basis of $3. British gum also 
remains unchanged at $3.25. As men- 


tioned in a previous issue, a report cur- 
rent to the effect that the potato crop 
abroad had_ suffered severely from 
flooding rains early in the season and 
premature cold weather later is appar- 
ently correct. The domestic outlook is 
also discouraging, the crop being con- 
siderably below the average in quality 
and size, which consequently supports 
dealers’ views of higher prices. Domes- 
tic is in a slightly better posilion at 
54@6i\ec., imported under fair demand 
being quoted at 6%4@7c. by some dis- 
tributers, though the last quoted fig- 
ures are passed upon in other quarters. 

GAMBIER.—The situation locally is 
very tight, a good demand constantly 
strengthening the market with an in- 
clination toward higher prices. Two 
shipments of good size arrived during 
the week, 255 bales in one lot and 761 
in another, now on dock at 4%@4\c. 
Store goods are being firmly main- 
tained at 44%@4%c., a fair movement 
being evident at these quotations. 
Stocks locally are notably low, which, 
together with the known arrivals due 
within the next sixty days, offers little 
encouragement for October. The labor 
situation at the Pennsylvania silk mills 
appears to be in no immediate pros- 
pect of settlement, thus to a great ex- 
tent relieving what would otherwise be 
a much more difficult problem for con- 
sumers to solve. Telegraphic advice on

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—A sat- 
isfactory seasonable movement is in 
progress, but without special feature. 
Steadiness and the firm figures last 
quoted dominate the market. Contract 
withdrawals comprise the major por- 
tion of deliveries, which are going out 
in bbls. on a basis of 1.40@1.55 for 
American. German, while apparently 
not so brisk, is quite firm at 1.85@2.00 
in casks. It is quoted at 2@2% in kegs. 

INDIGO.—Synthetic is naturally the 
most active grade in the prevailing dull 


situation. Natural remains a dead 
proposition through its scarcity and 
high price. Nothing to supplement last 


week’s report is at hand, Bengal high 
grade being firm at 774%@9c. and syn- 
thetic 18@20c., according to buyer, 
quantity and terms of sale. 











NUTGALLS.—Blue Aleppo have been 
productive of what light inquiry was 
discernible, the quiet of the preceding 
seven days not being greatly improved. 
For spot delivery Il7%c. 1s «quoted, 
though if purchased in sufficient quan- 
tity this would be rather a high figure. 
China are firmly maintained at last 
price of 144%@l15c., 

MY ROBOLANS.—Small lots of a job- 
bing nature comprise the bulk of the 
week’s trade, deliveries in no particular 


showing to advantage over our pre- 
vious reports. Incoming shipments 
have continued light, in no way con- 
tributing interest to the prevailing 
dullness. The price asked on spot ap- 
pears firmly maintained on former 
basis of 35@45, according to buyer, 
quantity and terms of sale. 
STARCH.—That the result so anxi- 


ously expected by consumers, following 
the more encouraging crop reports, has 
not developed to their advantage is evi- 
dent by the apparent firmness of nearly 
all corn products. The logic of 
producers’ claims concerning the efféct 


on pricés of the growers’ financial in- 
dependence is given support by the 


prevailing conditions: The local situa- 
tion is unchanged in price or demand, 
as reported in last issue, there being 


fairly good inquiry at 2.65¢c. for pearl in 


bbls. and less for car lots. Bags are 
quoted at 2.45@2.65c., according to 
quantity. Potato is still firm ona basis 


of 3%@4c., other kinds ruling at listed 
prices on a firm basis. 

SUMAC.—The fluctuation price, 
observable during the past several 
weeks, has been an interesting subject 
of comment and conjecture. rhe drop 
from $90 to $69@71 for high test, shortly 
followed by a rise to the old level of 
$88.50@90, as now quoted, is generally 
attributed to manipulation of the rmar- 
ket at primary sources. The report 
continues persistently current that 
speculative interests on the other side 
have a great deal to do with ruling 
high prices, Many dealers maintaining 
it tou be a repetition of last year’s par- 
tially successful attempt to corner the 
bupply. At that time, however, it waa 
not felt until about December. It has 
had the effect locally of reducing trade 
to an almost dead quiet regarding de- 
liveries, inquiry in most instances not 
being followed with orders. Consumers 
are accepting only small parcels for 
immediate requirements. Higher per- 
centage tests are said to be growing in 


in 


favor with tanners, the lower grades, 
under excessive adulteration, having 
proved very unsatisfactory. Spot 
stocks have rapidly diminished with 
lack of incoming shipments. Prices 


now quoted for 30 per cent. are $88.50@ 
90, 28 per cent, test $82.50@85 and 27 per 
cent, low test $69@75, 

SAGO FLOUR.—A _ réview of the 
week discloses nothing of interest, 
there being very little movement under 
the ruling quotations in effect for sev- 
eral preceding weeks. Small lots were 
taken out at 1.85¢., larger parcels con- 
tinuing on former asking price of 14@ 
1.80¢c., according to quantity. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—Our last quota- 
tion of 25e, has been taken exception 
to in some quarters, while in others 
the offer remains at these figures for 
large deliveries Objection has also 
been made to insufficient range in price 
from high to low, dealers maintaining 
the impossibility of meeting small con- 
signments with prices but one to one 
and a half points above the low figure. 
We are quoted 25@27'4ec., according to 
quantity, buyer and terms of sale. 
Business moves in fair volume, showing 


about even with the preceding seven 
days. 

TURMERIC.—Very little new busi- 
ness has been entered of late, interest 
seeming to lag in sympathy with the 
small available stocks on hand, Only 
one of the local distributers has a siz- 
able quantity in store, from what we 


can learn, his sales for Madras recently 


recorded being at 6@6'%c. Another 
dealer is willing to quote 5%4c. for de- 
livery within two weeks. Aleppo,

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Casein as a Substitute for Egg 
Albumen.

According to 
the following manner is 
placing egg albumen for industrial pur- 
poses. The casein, mixed with water, is 
mixed with an excess of alkali, preferably 
soda, and is then treated with 5 to 10 
per cent. of its own weight of sodium 
peroxide, added by degrees, with vigorous 
stirring. The mixture is gradually heated 
to #5 to 70 degrees C, without ceasing to 
stir the mass, and the oxidation of the 
casein may be regarded as complete 
when the solution becomes clear and all 
liberation of gas ceases. This clear so- 
lution is cooled down to 15 to 20 degree 
¢., whereupon small quantities of dilute 
hydrochloric acid (1:10) are stirred in til 
the mass hecomes milky. The precipitate 


is allowed to stbside, collected, and 
pressed to remove the surplus saline mat- 
ters, after which it is washed by tritu 


ration with water, care being taken not to 
prolong the operation so as to dissolve 
too much of the product, Finally, the 
precipitate is spread out on sheets of 
glass, and dried either in the open air 
or by a current of air heated to not more 
than to 40 degrees C., or in any other 
convenient manner, The product is 
slightly vellow, translucent, and suitable 
for replacing egg albumen, the propertie 
of which substance it possesses.—Rev.
